Cornelius expressed one very good rea- 
son for gathering with the people of 
God, “to hear all things that are com- 
manded thee of God.’ Of course, this 
takes for granted that the man in the 
pulpit is God’s man giving God’s mes- 
sage. If he is a worldling merely echoing 
the catch phrases of the day, then 
church attendance may prove to be a 
waste of time. 

Why will preachers try to compete 
with radio commentators and the news 
periodicals? The preacher has a field of 
his own, and in the realm of the gospel 
he should be a specialist. The radio 
can give better entertainment than 

the church, and there’s no collec- 
tion! 

As one who has passed the 
meridian of life, this writer would 
plead with young ministers. to 
“preach the word.” Philosophical, as 
well as other styles, change, but 
your message is eternal—if it is 
God’s message. 

However, Cornelius said they were 
all present to “hear.” Blessed is the 
preacher with that kind of con- 
gregation. “He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear,” is a meaning- 
ful exhortation. 

Too many of us are like the 
church bell, always at church but 
hearing nothing. In fact, like the 
bell we can use our tongue in calling 
others to church, and yet not having 
ears miss what God would say to us. 

Here is a suggestion concerning 
New Year resolutions. If you are a 

preacher, decide to make sure of a mes- 
sage from Ged for every congregation.

“One more thing—all these young un- 
tried men who are roaming around the 
world today—the do-gooders ‘repre- 

senting’ the United States—

for fusion and utter rout, for it 
Thought looks as though it is the 

devil’s imitation of God’s 
future missionary effort. They could pave 
the way for wrong ideas of us and un- 
pave the way for presenting Christ to 
natives and citizens of these countries 
into which our armies are going. Satan 
is terribly busy. Let us pray ahead of 
him.” 

We have started this editorial ab- 
ruptly with a quotation from a fine 
Christian woman. There is food for 
thought in the above paragraph. 

Any student of Scripture and history 
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should be able to see that Satan works 
by way of imitation and substitution. He 
counterfeits the work of God and sub- 
stitutes his program for the divine plan. 

The word to conjure with in our day 
is unity. The social and political philoso- 
phers are ringing the changes on in- 
ternational unity as a solution to the 
problems of war and peace. This One 
World is the way it is phrased by an 
American with political ambitions. And 
by the way, it is a world with God left 
out, for Ged is entirely ignored in the 
book. 

The politician is a piker who doesn’t 
talk in “global” terms. If he ventures 
to speak for the future of America he 
is provincial, a reactionary, and an 
isolationist. Of course, the “religious” 
leaders are echoing the popular political 
slogans as usual, and working hard for 
church union as a step to world federa- 
tion. 

God’s unity is “in Christ.” Any other 
union is artificial and a mere substitute. 
“For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink into one 
Spirit” (I Cor. 12:13). “There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond nor 
free, there is neither male nor female: 
for ye are all one in Christ” (Gal. 3:28). 

God’s plan of attaining to this unity 
is to send His messengers all over the 
world with the gospel of salvation in 
Jesus Christ. As men hear, some heed 
and believe and are brought into one- 
ness with Christ and other Christians. 

You see all of these human (or 
satanic) schemes for unity deal with 
outer things and ignore man’s need of 
regeneration. Man is ready to admit he 
needs a new world, but hates to ack- 
nowledge the need of a new nature. 

You might have the unity of Babel, 
but if you do not have unity of spirit 
you will eventually have confusion. You 
might even reproduce the environment 
of Eden, but you would still’ have the 
problem of the sin which emptied Eden. 
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When any spiritual truth is neglected, 
some little group will seize upon it, not 
to give it the rightful place, but to over- 

emphasize it. For decades 
Confession the precious doctrine of the 
and person and power of the 
Revival Holy Spirit was ignored. 

Along came fanatical groups 
to say and do extreme things. But the 
grand fact remains that the Holy Spirit 
is upon the Church to be its power and 
victory. 

So it is with the matter of the con- 
fession of sin on the part of Christians. 
Along came a certain movement with its 
encouragement to sordid self and some- 
times sex revelations. And some of the 
confessors seemed to roll sin as a sweet 
morsel under their tongues. Bible-taught 
Christians knew there was something 
wrong with that. 

But we wonder if there ever has been 
a real revival apart from genuine ad- 
mission of failure, confession of the 
wrong done others, and restitution, as 
far as that is possible. 
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How many Christians have failed God 
miserably but never admit it. On they go 
condoning repeated defeat, smug and 
satisfied. Yes, and many Christians have 
done serious wrong to other Christians 
—have lied about them and sought to 
destroy their influence. There are pro- 
fessed Christians who have cheated and 
stolen. Do you mean to say it is enough 
to be doctrinally sound, that these Chris- 
tians can ignore all their faults and 
failures, and go blissfully on contending 
“for the faith which was once delivered”? 

Nor is it enough to say all these 
things will be cared for at the judgment 
seat of Christ. What about the years of 
personal fruitlessness? What about the 
defeated Church? What about the re- 
proach heaped upon the name of Christ? 

All of this was brought home to us in 
fresh force as we were reading Solomon’s 
prayer in II Chronicles 6. Here we ran 
across the idea that in time of national 
distress each man was to know and 
acknowledge “his own sore.” It is worth 
interpolating four full verses for your 
careful reading: 


“If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting, 
or mildew, locusts, or caterpillars; if 
their enemies besiege them in the 
cities of their land; whatsoever sore 
or whatsoever sickness there be: then 
what prayer or what supplication so- 
ever shall be made of any man, or of 
all thy people Israel, when every one 
shall know his own sore and his own 
grief, and shall spread forth his hands 
in this house: then hear thou from 
heaven thy dwelling place, and for- 
give, and render unto every man ac- 
cording unto all his ways, whose heart 
thou knowest; (for thou only knowest 
the hearts of the children of men:) 
that they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways, so long as they live in the 
land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers” (II Chron. 6:28-31). 


Now, my friend, please do not dis- 
pose of this by placing it in another 
dispensation. Let God speak to your 
heart. See your own “sore” and ack- 
nowledge it before God and, where neces- 
sary, before man. Ask God for a personal 
revival. Then look to Him for a quick- 
ened Church and a cleansed nation.

—Irwin A. Moon, William W. Shannon, 
and Michael A. Guido. At least they

shee Ris. of the phrase, or how it 
came into use. 

There is a cardinal rule of law, cen- 
turies old, that says all written transfers, 
inter vivos (between living persons), of 
real estate ‘must be by deed*—signed,* 
sealed,? and delivered‘. This rule of law 
is followed in many jurisdictions here in 
the United States as religiously now as it 
was centuries ago in England. The appli- 
cation of the rule means that if either of 
these three essentials is lacking, there is 
no conveyance—there is no transfer of 
legal title to the real estate from grantor 
to grantee. 

If the owner of a house and lot, intend- 
ing to make you a gift of the premises, 
made, signed, and sealed, an otherwise 
perfectly good warranty deed, but failed 
to deliver it to you, or if he delivered to 
you an instrument on which there was 
no signature, or a signature without a 
seal, you would not become the legal 
owner. You might move into the house 
and for years think you own the premises, 
but there would come a day when you 
would find you had not obtained legal 
title to the premises. 


W we HAS THIS TO DO WITH 
THE MEANING Of the birth, crucifixion, and 
resurrection of our Lord Jesus Christ? 
Nothing at all, but perhaps God’s plan 
of salvation may be made clearer by 
drawing an analogy.

The grantor of real estate manifests 
himself to the grantee by his signature. 
God manifests Himself to the grantee by 
the virgin birth of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
God revealed Himself to man through His 
Son in the flesh® 

The grantor of real estate indicates de- 
liberation and solemnity by appending 
his seal to the deed. No event is or could 
be more impressive than the cross—the 
crucifixion.°® 

The grantor’s delivery of the deed is 
the final essential act and completes the 
grant of real estate. The resurrection is 
the final essential step, so far as God is 
concerned, in His plan of salvation.’ 

The grantee of real estate, by accepting 
a deed which has been signed and sealed, 
obtains a permanent legal title to the 
premises. Man, when he accepts God’s 
plan of salvation, obtains a permanent 
title to life eternal.‘ 

Strange as it may seem, even man’s law 
will not force man to take a gift. It is 
said, it takes two to make a bargain. Yes, 
and it takes two to make a delivery of a 
deed to real estate,® and it takes two to 
consummate the grant of life eternal.” 
In both cases there must be an accept- 
ance because both legally" and spirit- 
ually,” both according to man’s law and 
God’s plan, man may decline a gift. 

There is, though, a difference. Under 
man’s law, in some instances, an accept-

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Lord Jesus Christ need not be afraid to 
compete in interest and enthusiasm with 
the latest, the most expensive presenta- 
tions of screen, stage, literature. It has 
inherent in it an ageless virility, and 
when proclaimed in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, a burning bush attraction 
that nothing this world offers can pos- 
sibly equal.“There are still giants in the 
pulpit today, drawing greater multitudes 
by the simple preaching of the Word 
than any of the blazoned actors, ac- 
tresses, or name bands in the land. The 
message of salvation is the same in its 
cost, contents, and conditions yesterday, 
today, and forever. 

Its presentation, however, must fall in 
with the forms of the particular age. The 
sermons of a Chrysostom would fail of 
comprehension. The flaming appeals of a 
Savonarola, a Huss, even a Martin 
Luther, couched in the terminology of 
those bygone days, would fall flat. The 
programs of a Jonathan Edwards, a 
Charles Finney, even a John Wesley 
would have to be revamped to meet the 
thought concepts of the present hour. 

This is a day of mass thinking, mass 
movement, mass feeling, and mass psy- 
chology. Millions of men, billions of 
dollars are the common things rather 
than the exceptions. Crowds have always 
attracted crowds, more so today than 
ever. All the great evangelists, for that 
matter, all the effective statesmen, re- 
formers, and businessmen have known 
and used this truth. Our problem is to 
get the crowds together, and in the 
crowds to win the individuals for the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


Ie Moopy’s pay, in Finney’s 
day, in Spurgeon’s day, in Whitefield’s 
day, most if not all of the business, the 
pleasure, the religious life of any city 
was located in some center, on one or two 
streets, somewhere toward the heart of 
town. It is essentially different now. 
Each community, almost each suburb, is 
a self-contained, self-sufficient entity. 
There is a general city loyalty sponsored 
by civic and patriotic organizations, but 
there is also a community loyalty that 
needs to be recognized. 

Our larger cities are too scattered in 
area, in population, in interests to make 
real city-wide revivals very effective. 
The difficulties of housing, transporta- 
tion, parking, the distances involved, the 
time needed in traveling, the matter of 
religious census-taking, of day services, 
of effective house-to-house visitation, 
are almost insurmountable, forming un- 
necessary obstacles. Say you 
have a meeting in the Loop in 
Chicago, in Madison Square 
Gardens, New York, in Massey 
Hall or in the Arena in 


Toronto. What about the churches and 
the people miles away, in the suburbs, 
on the outskirts of the city? What about 
the fact that men and women work till 
late, go home for their evening meal, 
perhaps change clothes, then travel all 
the distance back to the central meet- 
ing place? 

One more thing comes up. Consider 
the extreme busyness of the people, their 
fatigue. Our forefathers worked perhaps 
longer hours, but never at such speed, 
never to such exhaustion. The tempo is 
terrific. It is drive, drive, drive, produc- 
tion, production, production. Every store, 
every office, every factory is shorthand- 
ed. The war program is strength-debili- 
tating, nerve-exhausting. The fearful 
“Jitters,” first cousins to the horrible 
“Gremlins,” are abroad in the land. Will 
people, so overworked, travel such dis- 
tances to and from the revival, consum- 
ing perhaps as much time in going to 
and fro as they do in the services them- 
selves? I believe not. At least they are 
not doing it. 

Still the Great Commission ‘is our 
marching orders. The Lord foreknew 
our problems as He anticipated the prob- 
lems of all the other ages. He gave us 
no room for alibis. Attack, attack, keep 
on attacking, still is the challenge of our 
Captain. Because of these problems, be- 
cause of these obstacles, because of these 
difficulties, and I am not minimizing 
them, it is for us to increase our tempo, 
to venture out more boldly, to make bet- 
ter plans, to do more daring things. It 
is for us to take the gospel as never be- 
fore to the milling multitudes in one 
blitzkrieg of witness-bearing. ‘The ter- 
rible, cataclysmic, catastrophic holocaust 
that is sweeping the earth ‘necessitates 
an all-out crusade of evangelism, of, may 
it please God, revivals. 


; CAMPAIGNS FOR CHRIST 
and the souls of men are good if they 
major on the Cross, on repentance, on 
faith. All crusades undertaken by hon- 
est hearts for God-honoring motives will 
be abundantly blessed. None of them 
should be done away with. On the other 
hand, they ought all to be intensified. 
You will note over all the land that the 
glowing, growing, going churches are 
those that major on evangelism. They 
are battering at the gates of hell. They 
are reaping the harvests of souls. They 
are contributing thousands of dollars to 
the world-wide causes of the Christ of 
God. They are sending out their young 
men and women to the ends of the earth 
as blazing missionaries. They know not 
the word retrenchment. The war with

to meet, just another hurdle over which

to leap, just another hill to climb. 

Every church should have at least an 
annual campaign for consecration of 
saints and conversion of sinners. It 
seems best to invite an outside man to 
preach. Both pastor and people are en- 
titled to a new voice, a new view, a new 
vision, a new emphasis, a new presenta- 
tion, a new stirring. Get that man whom 
the Lord is using for the salvation of 
souls, the preacher whom the Holy Spirit 
is blessing with crowds of souls. Simul- 
taneous evangelistic undertakings should 
also be pressed quite often. 


Bee THERE IS ONE MORE BUR- 
DEN on the writer’s heart. Meekly, with 
his face in the dust of humility, he who 
is the least of saints, the chiefest of sin- 
ners, ventures to suggest to the Christian 
brotherhood, preachers, churches, lay- 
men, laywomen, one added form of en- 
gagement. May we term it, besieging a 
city for Christ. 

Take a leaf out of modern warfare 
methods, the Pincer Movement. Con- 
centrating all naval, land, air, artillery, 
infantry, tank forces on one segment of 
the enemies’ lines, a breach is made, a 
bridgehead is established. The forces 
then turn to the right, to the left, de- 
stroying the enemy piecemeal. If you 
will have it, that was the divine plan of 
warfare followed by Joshua in the con- 
quest of Palestine. You recall how he 
drove into the middle of Canaan; then 
going first south, then north, conquered 
the land nation by nation. 

It is in some such fashion we must 
attack our cities. One campaign is not 
enough. One revival will not do the 
complete job, will not make a great 
enough impression. 'Two weeks, three 
weeks, four weeks, are not sufficient for 
our great centers. Call a general meet- 
ing of all of the evangelical, revival- 
minded preachers of the entire city. 
Think and pray carefully through every 
problem, every conflict that may be in- 
volved. Set aside two months, three 
months, the very best time for all con- 
cerned, at least a year in advance. 

Call in now the leaders of the laymen’s 
organizations, of the Christian business- 
men, of the women’s activities, and the 
young people’s work. Discuss carefully, 
in full detail, every item involved. Col- 
lect and weigh every objection, and 
every criticism. Consider every sugges- 
tion and incorporate as many of them as 
possible in the general plan. Decide on 
the evangelist for the entire campaign. 

Now go ahead. Divide the town into

four, six, even eight sections, depending 
on the population and area. Get the 
co-operating churches of each section, 
the more the better, together for a two 
or three week engagement in some cen- 
trally located auditorium, tabernacle, 
tent, or, if the season permits, an open- 
air place. Appoint the required evan- 
gelistic committees, composed of the pas- 
tors, the leaders among the various 
Christian organizations, being sure that 
each church is fairly represented. 

Carefully study all the church calen- 
dars, setting aside as far as possible 
every conflicting activity big or little. 
Concentrate on three things, the dedica- 
tion of the twice-born already on the 
rolls of the churches, the enlistment in 
the churches of their choice of the in- 
active church members, the salvation of 
the perishing in sin. 

This should be the general outline for 
all of the meetings contemplated in 
every section of the city. The general 
over all city-wide committee will have 
determined long in advance where the 
services are to be held, and in what se- 
quence. With a program like this, if 
there is no local auditorium available 
that is large enough, it would amply pay 
to erect a gigantic movable tabernacle, 


‘or to obtain a large heatable tent. One 


city series of meetings would almost pay 
for either tabernacle or tent. It could 
then be left in the city for other use, or 
it could be rented out or sold to the 
evangelistic party for use in other places. 

There should be no long rest in be- 
tween each campaign, two or three days 
being sufficient. Just as soon as the 
meeting closes in one community, it 
ought to commence in the next. This 
will utilize the fire already kindled, the 
weight of the advertising, the sweep of 
the general interest, the testimony of the 
new converts. These outlying commu- 
nity meetings should be climaxed by a 
great two or three week closing in the 
very heart of the metropolis. 

Any town of any considerable size, 
fifty thousand or more, can stage this 
attack. The advantages are incalculable. 
They are almost too numerous to men- 
tion. There is the weight of many 
churches, many Christians, many 
preachers. There is the financial co- 
operation that will make the burden 
almost negligible. There is the possi- 
bility of engaging the radio for the period 
in a definite evangelistic testimony. 
There is the fact that the newspapers 
will be sure to fall in line with a pro- 
gram that will involve most of the 
Christians of any given territory. They 
would consider it good news, good busi- 
ness, good advertising to feature the 


revival. There is the additional fact 
that when one community, one group of 
professors, grows tired of the day after 
day, night after night churchgoing, the 
next group takes up the toil. It is not 
to be expected that all the preachers, all 
the churches, all the people, are to at- 
tend all the meetings. Remember fur- 
thermore the terrific impact, the tre- 
mendous influence of thousands praying, 
talking, testifying of Christ and the gos- 
pel. One’s heart trembles, one’s soul 
flames, at the thought of what would 
happen under God in such a venture 
nation-wide, world-wide.

‘ANY YEARS AGO, a medical 
>a 4 doctor became a Chris- 


tian. As a Christian, he 


w became extremely active 
Ya in Christian work, travel- 
ing extensively to talk 
about the Christ who,had 


found him, and also to give medical care 
to Christian servants. 

Somewhere in his travels, he became 
acquainted with a man of prominence, 
a man of high social standing and 
political prestige, who was not a Chris- 
tian. It seems the prominent politician 
had not become a Christian because of 
doubts he had—honest doubts—about 
the facts of the Christian faith. Later 
he became convinced and accepted 
Christ. But the main point of our story 
is that our physician friend sat down 
and wrote a “treatise” to the politician, 
setting forth the results of his own in- 
vestigations in the facts of the Christian 
faith. 

If you have not already recognized 
the medical doctor from the description, 
let me add that it was Luke, the be- 
loved physician (Col. 4:14), author of 
the third Gospel and the book of Acts. 
The “treatise” was the Gospel (Acts 1:1) 
written to the “most excellent The- 
ophilus” (Luke 1:3). 

it is interesting to notice how Luke 
began. Bear in mind that, according to 
his own words, he was trying to dispel 
doubts and bring this man to faith in 
Christ (Luke 1:4). He began by taking 
Theophilus into a godly home, the home

of the priest named Zacharias and his 
wife Elisabeth. 

The value of a godly home is worth at 
least a passing thought. Important as 
the church is in winning men for Christ, 
there is much evidence both in the 
Bible and in history that a godly home 
has greater influence. 

The home of Zacharias and Elisabeth 
was about to be blessed with the birth of 
a son. They were an elderly couple with- 
out children, so naturally there was great 
excitement over the forthcoming birth, 
particularly so because of the marvelous 
circumstances surrounding the event. 
There had been an angelic visitation of 
the father, and an announcement that 
the child was to be devoted to the life of 
a Nazarite. He was to be brought up in 
strict seclusion, practically as a hermit; 
his diet was to be strictly regulated; his 
hair was not to be cut, and he was to 
tofich no strong drink. The announce- 
ment also declared that he was to have 
the spirit and power of Elijah the 





























prophet. He was to turn many to the 
Lord (Luke 1:13-17). 

In due time, the child was born and 
named John. He was a distant cousin 
of Jesus, but because of John’s strict 
upbringing it is doubtful whether he had 
ever seen Jesus before the baptism, 
thirty years later. Of John’s youth we 
know nothing. It is most likely he spent 
the latter part of it in the wilderness, 
a recluse. When he began his famous 
preaching and baptizing, we do not 
know. But from the fact that his name 
is not prominent in secular history, we 
are led to believe his ministry did not 
begin until just a few months before 
the time he baptized Jesus. 

The sternness of his character, the 
power and fire of his preaching, and the 
expectation of the people of something 
about to happen, caused him to become 
at once the center of attention. Men went 
for miles to hear him, and ,they went 
in throngs. His work did not last long, 
probably a year at the most. According 
to his own description, he was a “voice” 
—the voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, “Prepare ye the way of the Lord.” 

Origen, one of the early Christian 
writers, who lived about the end of the 
second century, pointed out that John 
was a voice, but Jesus Christ was the 
Word. Origen went on to say that the 
voice comes first, always. The child has 
the ability to cry, before he has the 
ability to speak. But the voice is mean- 
ingless unless the word has meaning. 
John is not the important character; 
he himself declared that. He was merely 
the preparation. He was the forerunner, 
preparing the way for the King. He was 
the voice going before the Word. 

The point is just this: God went to a 
great deal of effort, and made a great 
many preparations, before He sent His 
Son into the world.

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The angels were busy. They had spe- 
cial messages to carry, to Zacharias, to 
Mary, to Joseph, and to the shepherds. 
The stars were arranged to come into 
conjunction at the right time and lead 
the Magi to the right place. The Holy 
Spirit was busy, overshadowing Mary, 
moving upon the hearts of Simeon, of 
Anna the prophetess, and the Magi in 
far-off Persia. Caesar Augustus decided 
to hold a special enrollment that year 
which caused great movements of popu- 
lation, and which incidentally caused 
Jesus to be born in Bethlehem rather 
than in Nazareth (that the prophecy 
might be fulfilled). John spent thirty 
years getting ready for a ministry that 
lasted only a year—and then his head 
was cut off. And we could go on to 
mention other things. 

God made all these preparations be- 
fore He sent His Son into the world. 
God was “getting ready for Christmas.” 
As a matter of fact, God had been get- 
ting ready for Christmas from the be- 
ginning of time. Hundreds of years be- 
fore, He had moved upon the prophets to 
cause them to foretell the coming of 
Christ, in order to get men ready for 
the advent. That is the way God made 
ready for Christmas. 


= AND I ARE GETTING READY 
FOR CHRISTMAS. It is a great old custom. 
Beginning about the Thanksgiving sea- 
son, we begin to make our plans. The 
stores begin to decorate. Mothers begin 
to shop. Fathers begin to get the toy 
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trains running properly. Packages come 
into the home and are mysteriously 
hidden. The children are so excited— 
and so good!—that we hardly recognize 
them. Secular institutions, business con- 
cerns, radio stations, newspapers, not 
particularly religious during the rest of 
the year, give time and space and money 
to help develop the Christmas spirit. 
In restaurants you hear Christmas carols. 
Advertisements in papers and magazines 
quote scriptures referring to Christmas. 

Put all these facts together, and what 
is the significance of them? Why, simply 
this: Christmas is an important event. 
It is one of the most important events 
in the whole year. Even though the 
world may not fully appreciate the 
significance of Christmas, the world does 
realize its importance. 

But it seems to me there is one great 
difference between God’s preparations 
and ours. We are getting ready for 
Christmas, God was getting ready for 
Christ. We tend to put the emphasis 
upon the mechanical details, the lights 
and ornaments, the gifts, and all the rest. 
God put the emphasis upon the spiritual 


—the thoughts, the hearts of the people. 


I am not suggesting that I am opposed 
to all the external paraphernalia of 
Christmas. As a matter of fact, I enjoy 
it, and I rejoice in it. It does help men 
to recall the fact of Christmas, and 
perhaps points them to the higher 
significance. But I am suggesting that 
we should put more emphasis upon the 
Christ, without whom there would never 
have been any Christmas.

Last year there was a great increase 
in Christmas buying.

This year, above all years, let us put 
more emphasis upon the spiritual mean- 
ing of Christmas. Let us spend less time 
getting ready for Christmas, and more 
time getting ready for Christ.

oHN C. Stam entered the 
: y world on January 8, 1907, 
at Paterson, N. J. John 
oe and his brothers and sis- 
aoe ters were early taught 
—_— the things of God. They 
7s took part in the family 
devotions and were present each morn- 
ing at the family altar. The Stam home 
was beautiful, not so much because of 
its luxurious furnishings, but because 
of the beautiful spirit that ruled every- 
thing. Christ truly was the head of that 
home, but John was not converted until 
he was fifteen years of age. 
One week an evangelist, a man who 
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really knew God, came to the Star of 
Hope Mission, and it was during this 
series of meetings that John gave his 
heart to the Lord. The Lord got hold 
of him in a real way, and from that time 
on John knew he was called to the serv- 
ice of Christ. It was in September, 1929, 
that he entered Moody Bible Institute. 


Ox FEBRUARY 22, 1906, ELIZA- 
BETH ALDEN SCOTT was born at Albion, 
Mich., where her father, Dr. Charles 
Ernest Scott, was pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church. Betty was the first of 
five children. Six months after her birth,

Dr. and Mrs. Scott accepted a call to 
Shantung Province in China, and took 
their baby daughter with them. For 
twelve years, Betty Scott lived with her 
parents in Tsingtao, China, where she 
was taught by her mother. It was here 
that young Betty developed a deep and 
lasting love for the Chinese people. She 
was anxious to see these benighted 
Chinese come to a saving knowledge of 


’ the Lord Jesus Christ. 


At an early age, Betty returned to the 
United States, her parents remaining in 
China. It was after her freshman year 
at Wilson College; at a summer Bible 
conference in Keswick, N. J., that she 
gave her life to Christ in full surrender. 
Not long after that her call to China 
became the predominant factor in her 
life. She had always planned for mis- 
sionary work in China, but now she felt 
certain that it was God’s plan also. 

Following her graduation from Wilson, 
Betty entered Moody Bible Institute. It 
was here she and John Stam first met 
and where their beautiful romance 
blossomed. 

From the time that the China Inland 
Mission sent out its call for “the two 
hundred,” Betty volunteered for the un- 
evangelized sections of China and was 
accepted. She sailed for China alone in 
the autumn of 1931. She and John had 
an understanding that they would be 
united in marriage when John came to 
China in answer to his call, a short time 
later, if it was God’s will. 

In September, 1932, John sailed for 
Shanghai, also accepted by the China 
Inland Mission. There the two con- 
secrated young missionaries were re- 
united after a year’s absence from each 
other. 

During this first year John was sent 
to the China Inland Mission language 
school at Anking, Anhwei, for six months. 
He made such remarkable progress in 
the language that he was assigned to 
Suancheng, and then later to Tsingteh. 
On October 25, 1933, Rev. R. A. Torrey, 
Jr., joined them in matrimony in the 
presence of a large number of mission- 
aries at the home of Betty’s parents. 


J OHN AND BETTY STAM WERE 
FIRST STATIONED in Suancheng, Anhwei 
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Province, and it was not far from there, 
at Wuhu, that Helen Priscilla was born 
in September, 1934. John and Betty were 
ideal missionaries. They had an ardent 
love for the Chinese people. They worked 
hard and soon won their way into the 
hearts of those to whom they minis- 
tered. They had an honest zeal for God’s 
cause, and both were able to adapt 
themselves remarkably well to their new 
work and surroundings. 

John was every inch a man. He was 
over six feet tall, with a cheerful dis- 
position and a winning smile. He was 
able to make friends readily. His con- 
versation with everyone, whether yellow 
or white, was soon turned to the things 
of God. He feared nothing, neither travel, 
rain, mud, cold, or heat. The women 
and children were especially attracted 
to Betty Stam, and many were the visi- 
tors at the mission house while John 
was away on missionary work. 

God singularly blessed their ministry 
and many souls were won as a result of 
their preaching, teaching, and devoted 
service. They gave unstintingly of their 
time and talents, and were used mightily 
of God. Yet their greatest ministry, that 
of dying for Christ while yet in the 
bloom of their youth, lay ahead of them. 

On November 12, 1934, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stam with baby Helen Priscilla left 
Wuhu for Tsingteh. They had been in 
their new home less than two weeks 
when persistent rumors of the Reds in 
that territory made them feel uneasy. 
The continued rumors, however, did not 
prevent John from beginning his evan- 
gelistic work among the natives at once. 


Aw EIGHT O'CLOCK ON THE 
MORNING OF DECEMBER 6, the city magis- 
trate warned John of the coming of the 
Reds. A second message was received 
from the magistrate at 9:30 am., that 
the communists were within four miles 
of the city. Mr. Stam went out to see for 
himself, but all his inquiries and ques- 
tionings brought various and conflicting 
reports. Nevertheless, he had the sedan 
chair made ready for an escape. 

But the attack of the Reds came so 
suddenly that before the little family 
could get away the Reds were at their 
gate. The servants fled. Knowing the 
only way to turn was to God, the Stams 
knelt in prayer. The Reds broke open 
the lock on the gate and rushed to the 
house door. Here John met them fear- 
lessly and let in four of the communist 
soldiers. He spoke to them very kindly 
and asked them if they were hungry. 
Betty graciously entered and served tea 
and food. They then tied John. Later 
Betty and the baby were both taken. All 
were put in the city prison for the day. 

One of the prisoners at Tsingteh 
pleaded for the life of the baby as she 
was about to be killed. Frightened by 
the noise and rifle fire, she had cried, 
and one of the ruffian Reds had said, 
“Let’s kill the baby. It is in our way.”

Thus little 
Helen Priscilla’s life was spared because 
of the sacrifice of the life of this Chinese 
prisoner.

where they arrived late in the afternoon 
after a hard trip of seventeen miles. 
That night the three of them were 
taken to an inner room of a large house 
and placed under guard. Mr. Stam was 
tied in a standing position to the bed 
post. Betty was permitted to care for 
the baby. What prayers must have 
ascended to their heavenly Father from 
the hearts of these servants that night! 
How they must have sought to encourage 
each other and strengthen their faith! 
At such times what a comfort and bless- 
ing to know in whom we have believed! 
At ten o’clock on Saturday, December 






















8, the communist leaders made a proc- 
lamation in the village streets, an- 
nouncing that the foreigners were to be 
executed in public. They invited all who 
were interested to come out and see the 
“foreign devils” die. 

The Stams were led with their hands 
behind their backs and their outer 
clothing removed, just as all Chinese 
convicts are led to execution. They were 
led through the main street of Miaosheo 
to a little hill just outside the village 
limits called Eagle Hill. Helen Priscilla 
was left behind. The brave young mis- 
sionary who loved his Lord so much 
that he was willing to die for Him was 
ordered to kneel. A huge sword was in 
the hands of one of the young com- 
munists. John spoke a few words as he 
knelt on one knee. Probably only his 
wife understood what he was saying. 
Without a doubt, he was reaffirming 
his faith in God and thanking God for 
this privilege of witnessing for Him, even 
if it meant giving up his life. While he 
was talking, he was struck to the ground, 
his throat having been cut so completely 
that the head fell beside the slain body, 
even as tradition tells us that Paul the 
apostle was beheaded for the gospel’s 
sake.

8 and the closing words 
of the next chapter are 
almost identical, leaving 
the impression that this 
miracle of mercy was 
performed almost imme- 
diately after the assault made upon the 
Master’s life. Jesus knew His life was 
in grave peril. The envy, which later 
on was to have its full fruition in 
His ignominious death upon the cross, 
was increasing. 

Soon the plotting of His enemies would 
produce the full harvest of hatred and 
His final conflict with sin would be en- 
gaged in, and won. In such circum- 
stances the marvel is that He should 
have been able to see anything but the 
necessity of self-preservation. It is a 
striking tribute to Christ that He ever 
keeps His great heart open to respond 
to the call of human sorrow and human 
need. “For we have not an high priest 
which cannot be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin” 
(Heb. 4:15). 

It is more than a pious sentiment that 
is contained in the following lines: 

In every pang that rends the heart, 
The Man of Sorrows has a part; 

He sympathizes with our grief, 

And to the sufferer sends relief. 

The priest and the Levite may look 
and pass on, but the Good Samaritan will 
pause to render aid. 


As THE SIDE OF THE ROAD, in 
all probability near to the temple, his 
selected position thus paying an in- 
stinctive homage to religion, sat a poor, 
blind, and unnamed beggar, following 
his usual method of obtaining an exist- 
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ence by soliciting alms from the sympa- 
thetic passersby. 

It is bad enough to be blind and bad 
enough to be poor, but to be both, might 
well awaken the most callous and stimu- 
late compassion. 

Deeply moved by the poor fellow’s 
sorry plight, Jesus stopped. Here was 
work that needed to be done and work 
that appealed to His great heart of love. 
Soon He was to impress upon His follow- 
ers the need of making full use of every 
opportunity for service; of working while 
it was day, for the night was coming 
when no man could work. The works of 
God must be manifest; for this purpose 
had He come into the world. 

The consciousness of His mission, the 
sense of filial obedience, the joyful sur- 
render and harmonizing of the will of 
the Son with the will of the Father, 
these were the secret of the Master’s 
life. The brief reference to His first 
public utterance in the synagogue, Luke 
tells us, was based upon a passage taken 
from the prophecy of Isaiah, and it is 
significant as indicating the scope of 
Christ’s work, even though we are con- 
strained to admit its essentially spiritual 
meaning. Here are the words: “The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because 
he hath anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and recovering of sight to 
the blind” (Luke 4:18). 

Here then was an opportunity to attest 
His mission, to manifest the works of 
His Father, and to vindicate His own 
stupendous claims. 

“And as Jesus passed by,” says the 
story, “he saw a man which was blind 
from his birth.” No cry from the: blind 
man’s lips draws Him. He sits there un- 
conscious of those kind, all-seeing eyes 
which were that very moment fastened 
upon him. 

One cannot but note the contrast, 
most striking and suggestive, between 
Christ and His disciples, in their re- 
spective attitudes toward the blind man. 
To the Lord he was supremely an object 
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Rev. William Thomas 


of compassion. To them he was merely a 
theological problem. Standing beside the 
Lord, they are strangely distant from 
Him. They have no share in the feelings 
and thoughts surging through Him. Not 
a trace of concern touches their hearts. 
They do not ask Him to do .anything 
and seem not to have expected His 
miraculous intervention. All that the 
narrative will warrant us in concluding — 
concerning them is that the case pro- 
vided them with an opportunity of pro- 
pounding the age-old question as to the 
relation between suffering and sin. Hence 
their question, “Master, who did sin, this 
man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind?” 


r I 

HAT IS ALL THAT THE SIGHT OF 
SORROW does for some people. It leads to 
censorious judgments, or to mere idle 
and curious speculations. Christ lets us 
see what it did for Him, and what it is 
meant to do for us. Perhaps they did not 
see the bottom of the alternative they 
were suggesting. They may have been 
imbued with the common Oriental notion 
of the pre-existence and transmigration 
of souls from one body to another, and 
supposed that in some previous state of 
existence this man had committed some 
heinous sin, for which his _ present 
affliction was a punishment. 

All the Jews were trained to regard 
special suffering as the necessary and 
immediate consequence of special sin. In 
point of fact, the very words of the Lord, 
in His admonition to the impotent man, 
“Sin no more, lest a worse thing befall 
thee,” may have lent a greater force to 
the idea in their minds. It is likely, how- 
ever, that the true explanation is to be 
found in their misapplication of portions 
of their Scriptures, such a passage as 
the second commandment, where God 
speaks of “visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children,” and from a 
forgetfulness of others such as Ezekiel 
18:20 which negatives such a limited 
interpretation. The lifelong handicap 
and privation of the unnamed man is 
forgotten in their zeal to fasten the 
responsibility of his misfortune either 
on himself or his parents. 

There are few notions to which men 
seem to cling so naturally as to the 
notion that all human suffering and 
affliction are the direct consequences of 
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sin. This was precisely the shortsighted 
view that Job’s three friends took up 
when they visited him in his time of 
grief and affliction, and against which 
he so bitterly contended. It was funda- 
mental also to the charge made at Mileta 
against Paul just after the shipwreck, 
when the viper fastened itself upon his 
hand as he was gathering sticks. The 
only explanation that occurred to these 
islanders was, “This man is a murderer,” 
whose punishment has now overtaken him 
(Acts 28:4). To the disciples, slaves as 
yet of traditionalism, there was but one 
argument, “Here is suffering, therefore 
there must have been sin.” Whose sin 
was it? That is the problem. 

Into the unprofitable regions of such 
barren speculation Jesus refused to fol- 
low them. It will be well for His fol- 
lowers in this, as in all other matters, to 
profit by His wonderful example. The 
haunting perplexity, however, demands 
some explanation, and this He will not 
deny. We may well have patience with 
the heartless crowd, since they have 
placed us, in a measure, in their debt for 
the interpretation which their question 
obtained from the Christ. 

In view of the fact that most of the 
human family “wrestle on toward heaven 
’gainst storm and wind and tide,” and 
that comparatively few are assured of 
calm seas and favoring breeze on the 
voyage of life, to have this word of the 
Master’s to lighten our burden is no 
small compensation. Let us turn, there- 
fore, to the great Teacher, who spake 
with authority and not as the scribes, 
to the One who spake as never man 
spake. Jesus said to them, “Neither hath 
this man sinned, nor his parents: but 
that the works of God should be made 
manifest in him.” His handicap was of 
far nobler origin, for now by means of it 
the works of God should be made mani- 
fest. 

It is of vital importance to note what 
the Master did not say. He did not say 
that the man or his parents had never 
sinned. But He did teach that all pain 
is not penal. His teaching in regard to 
those who were interested in the victims 
of the catastrophe at Siloam shows that 
there was room in the Master’s thought 
for the idea of retribution, and He was 
at pains to point out to them, in that 
instance, that, except they repented, 
they would all likewise perish. 


Te DIVINE SOLUTION RAISES 
AN IMPORTANT MATTER which we ought to 
note carefully. There is a distinction 
to be made between what may be termed 
the directive and the permissive will of 
God. 

The latter is illustrated by the very 
instance before us. Since neither the 
blind man nor his parents were re- 
sponsible for his blindness, but that the 
works of God might be manifested in 
him and through his cure, we are left 
to infer that God allowed it to be. This 
man’s blindness was an infirmity, not a 
punishment. It was something given, not 
something inflicted. It was for a nobler 
purpose than their limited and restrict- 
ed minds could conceive. That is to 
say, human sorrow is to be looked at

by us as an opportunity 
for the manifestation 
through us of God’s 
mercy in relieving and 
staunching the wounds 
through which the life- 
blood is ebbing away. 

The words of Jesus may 
be paraphrased into 
meaning, do not stand 
coldly curious or unchar- 
itably censorious. Do not 
make wretched and mis- 
erable human beings 
mere theological prob- 
lems, but see in them and 
in their plight a challenge 
to sacrificial love and 
service. See in such people 
a chance thrown your 
way to “let your light so 
shine before men, that 
they may see your good 
works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heav- 
en” (Matt. 5:16). 

Jesus has given the 
final word regarding the 
inner significance of 
much human sorrow. His 
divine philosophy has tak- 
en the sting out of much 
that would otherwise be 
intolerable. To Himself, 
as in the case of the blind 
man, to suffer for such 
ends and to such a pur- 
pose, is not only not a 
punishment, but an hon- 
orable privilege. Such an 
interpretation is a reve- 
lation which apparels 
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suffering in robes of at- Casting all your care upon him; for 


tractiveness and turns the 
murmurs of lamentation 
into songs of rejoicing. 

Thus moved by sympathy, recognizing 
in the man’s misery a mute appeal for 
help and healing, and seeing in it the 
occasion for the manifestation of the 
higher mercy of God, taking all evil as 
means of a brighter display of the love 
and the good which are divine, Christ 
stopped before the blind man, and look- 
ing upon the poor, useless eyeballs, 
unaware of how near light and sight 
stood, Jesus obeys the \mpulse that 
shapes His whole life, and “when he had 
thus spoken,” healed him in body and 
soul. 


—_— CHRIST ANSWERED THE 
QUESTION Of His disciples, a flood of light 
has been turned on the manifold ex- 
periences of the saints, apostles, proph- 
ets, and martyrs, all down through the 
ages. We can only consider the effect of 
His pronouncement in a few cases. We 
read that the apostles “gloried in trib- 
ulation and suffering,” directly the pur- 
pose of it was unfolded to them by the 
Lord. When they understood that the 
cause of suffering lay sometimes in the 
privilege of the sufferer to be the means 
of the manifestation, through his suf- 
ferings, of the divine glory, they rejoiced 
in their infirmities, if so be the power of 
God might be manifested in them. “They 
counted it all joy when it pleased God 


he careth for you.—lI Peter 5:7. 


to let them fall into manifold trials, 
inasmuch as their trials afforded an 
opportunity for the glorification of God.” 

It must have been such a conception 
that stayed the minds and nerved the 
hearts of the heroes of the faith, 

“To climb the steep ascent to heaven, 

*Mid peril, toil, and pain.” 

Hebrews 11 is a splendid commentary 
upon this last statement; the end with 
them fully justified the means. Paul’s 
thorn in the flesh may have been trou- 
bling him when he wrote, “Our light af- 
fliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory” (II Cor. 4:17). 
He had the larger vision. Large por- 
tions of his letters, and indeed of the 
entire New Testament writings, are 
meaningless or a mockery apart from this 
divine philosophy of suffering. 

One is reminded of that passage in 
Lamentations, stated by competent 
scholars to have a Messianic implication: 
“Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass 
by? behold, and see if there be any sor- 
row like unto my sorrow” (Lam. 1:12). 
Jesus Himself suffered greatly, and yet 
He could ask, “Which of you convicteth 
me of sin?” He learned obedience 
through the things He suffered. And 
once more we read that “the captain of 
of our salvation was made perfect

“for missions,” and with it were more 
than two hundred dollars. So has a sol- 
dier missionary vision enabled the In- 
stitute to distribute more than seventeen 
hundred dollars to various mission 
boards, on behalf of an Army Air Corps 
group in the Southwest Pacific battle 
area. 

The mission offerings began in March, 
1943, but the story behind the missionary 
vision began much farther back. In fact 
it goes back to meetings held at a Cali- 
fornia air base by Irwin A. Moon, scien- 
tist-preacher of “Sermons from Science” 
fame. Here a warm friendship was estab- 
lished between Mr. Moon, member of the 
Extension Department of Moody Bible 
Institute, and the base chaplain and his 
men, as decisions for Christ were made. 
Later this chaplain and the rest of the 
corps shipped overseas.

cathedral and no trained choir awaiting 
their Sunday service. Rather—well, let 
Staff Sergeant Walter L. Fray tell the 
story: “Our first chapel was a large tent, 
one end serving as the post exchange and 
the other as the chapel, not giving any 
too much room or comfort to either. 
The pulpit was usually the box that was 
handiest when time came for service on 
Sunday morning, and the seats—well, 
they were something we remembered 
from the U.S. But just the same, the 
boys came to chapel service, and would 
sit in a semicircle on the ground while 
our chaplain brought the message.” 
Naturally, the men were not content 
with this crude arrangement, and they 
began to talk of a chapel. On their island, 
that presented quite a task, so there was 
much prayer, debate, and finally, labor. 
Sergeant Fray reports on the completed 
work: “We now have a chapel with 
lights, piano, organ, and fully equipped 
office. The seating capacity of the build- 
ing is about two hundred and fifty, and 
it serves the men of all faiths. It is a 
joy ‘to look around on Sunday morning 
and see officers, enlisted men, and natives, 


all worshiping the one ‘true and living 
God.’ ” 5 

Chaplain McLeroy adds his witness of 
praise, and writes: “Many times He gives 
more than we ask. I remember a time 
when we had no chapel. Now we have 
one with two auditoriums. We had no 
song books, now we have four hundred. 
Some were shipped out here by mistake! 
I say mistake on man’s part, but not on 
God's.” 

The chapel story wouldn’t be complete 
without mentioning the glee club, of 
which the men are justly proud. Quoting 
Sergeant Fray again: “Before leaving 
the States, our chaplain, with his fore- 
sight and knowledge of conditions here, 
secured a wonderful selection of both 
sacred and secular numbers, which we 
have put to very good use. We were very 
fortunate to have with us Lieut. C. H. 
Kohler, who offered his services as direc- 
tor, and we think he has made a great 
success of that responsibility.”

an f .\ HERE IS ONE element of 
a 1A that glorious cluster of

ment is peace. As the alchemists of an- 
cient times sought the philosopher’s stone 
which should turn baser metals into gold, 
so human hearts seek peace, the solvent 
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Thou wilt keep him in per- 


tect peace, whose mind is

stayed on thee: because he 


trusteth in thee—Isaiah 26:3 


that can make life splendid amid all its 
restlessness and difficulty. 

This verse from Isaiah came to me 
with particular force on the day, four 
years ago, when the present war began. 
I was seated, that vacation Sunday, at 
a communion service. The silence of the 
occasion was broken by the raucous cries 
of n2wsboys announcing in the streets 
that war had been declared. Without 
was the turmoil suggested by the cry 
of war in the streets, but within was 
the peace and calm of the presence of 
God. 

Many times since that day, in the 
actual perils of conflict, under enemy 
shelling, bombing, and strafing, those 
words have come again with comforting 
and steadying effect. Bivouacked under 
the Tunisian stars, I have often thought 
of David, who said, “I will both lay me 
down in peace, and sleep: for thou, Lord, 
only makest me dwell in safety” (Ps. 
4:8). No fear of the “terror by night,” 
if God gives His peace! 

Sensitive as you are these days to the 
discordant, restless, and chaotic age in 
which we live, and of the hatred, envy, 
stupidity, and greed which causes con- 
ditions as we know them, hear the Word 
of God as it promises, “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee.” 

Though tumult abound, yet the peace 
of God much more abounds in hearts 
that trust Him. Isaiah’s affirmation is 
both individual and universal. Peace is 
promised not to the rich, the wise, the 
honored, the educated, but to him whose 
mind is founded upon the Rock of Ages. 


5 ARE SEVERAL CLEAR BIBLE 
DISTINCTIONS as to peace. Paul speaks of 
peace with God: “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with God 


through our Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 
5:1); the peace of God: “And the peace 
of God, which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:7). And 
the song of the heavenly multitude at 
the birth of Christ referred to peace on 
earth: “Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men” 
(Luke 2:14). 

The logical consequences of these 
scriptural distinctions are often lost. The 
implication is that only after having 
found peace with God, can men have 
the peace of God as an abiding reality! 
Moreover, peace on earth can come only 
through the presence and power of the 
Prince of Peace: “Of the increase of his 
government and peace there shall be no 
end” (Isa. 9:7). 

If Jesus Christ is your Saviour, then 
you are at peace with God, for He came 
“making peace . . . by the cross.” Your 
life therefore should be filled with the 
peace of God. Do you possess it? 

Peace of heart is not dependent upon 
external circumstances. Possessions do 
not assure it. Riches, education, and 
honors cannot bring it. It is interesting 
to watch the faces of the people who 
walk along any main street in our cities, 
and to observe how few possess a calm 
and untroubled expression. 

Christ is the only example of perfect 
peace. His whole life was one of outer 
tumult, but of inner calm. Misfortune 
could not touch Him, for He had no 
fortune in this world. The reviling of the 
people, the scourging by the soldiers, 
the ignominious crown of thorns, even 
death itself could not disturb the peace 
of the soul that said humbly to God, 
“Not my will, but thine, be done.” 

The secret of His peace may be-the 
assurance of ours. His was a mind stayed 
on God. In every circumstance He trusted

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Why | Became a 


Premillennialist

NF A FRIEND said the other day, 
pe fo “IT lean toward the pre- 
e millennial view.” Now 
soe * what would you think of 
@ a@ preacher who says he 
@ leans toward the virgin 
hele, birth of Christ, the infal- 
libility of the Scriptures, the substitution- 
ary death of Christ, or the literal resur- 
rection of Jesus? You would immediate- 
ly question his loyalty to the Bible and 
his sincerity in professing the Lordship of 
Christ. 

But this young man said, “I have never 
studied the doctrine very much.” It is 
a poor university that turns out a Ph.D. 
in psychology who does not know the 
difference between behaviorists, struc- 
turalists, gestaltists, or dynamic psy- 
chologists. And no school of philosophy 
would graduate a person who did not 
know the difference between idealism, 
realism, and pragmatism. Imagine, if 
you can, one of these thinkers mention- 
ing an item of controversy and saying, 
“T don’t know what it is all about, but 
I am for it whatever it is.” That would 
be considered nothing short of intel- 
lectual insolence. Yet some so-called 
premillennialists say that. If ministers 
of the Word do not study the Bible 
thoroughly enough to hold a consistent 
view, who will? May the time never come 
when theological doctrine will be be- 
littled as not essential to religion. Our 
Lord said, “If ye love me, ye will keep 
my words.” 

Some of us came to the premillennial 
view rather reluctantly after we finished 
the seminary; reluctantly because we 
feared the stigma of extremist or fanatic. 
Personally, I was forced to it: The small 
heretical sects around my church fields 
were preaching the return of the Lord, 
and I was studying my Bible to seek the 
truth about the doctrine. Too, I was ob- 
serving that the blessed hope, about 
which they talked so ardently, met a need 
in their souls. I judged that my spiritual 
needs were not very different from theirs, 
and I have found that to be true. The 
doctrine of the return of Christ has been 
a source of comfort, inspiration and en- 
couragement to me. 

When I began to search the Scriptures, 
it became evident there was much about 
the return of Christ in them and that 
the hope of His return played an im-

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portant part in the writer’s thinking. 
Having been reared a Christian, I ac- 
cepted the Bible as the sole guide in all 
matters of faith and practice. Having 
been called to preach, I understood that 
I was called to “preach the Word.” Now 
I believed then, and still believe, that a 
preacher ought to preach, as best he 
understands it, “the whole counsel of 
God,” or resign the ministry. He is under 
orders and has no right to choose to 
preach part of the Bible and leave out 
the other part. My congregation was 
asking about these-matters pertaining to 
the second advent of Christ, and I under- 
took to give a consistent, intelligent in- 
terpretation of this doctrine. The more I 
studied, the more completely was I 
driven to the view that I must become 













































a premillennialist or give up my belicr 
in the trustworthiness of the Bible. If 
parts of the Bible, even Daniel and 
Revelation, are hopelessly confusing, and 
contradictory to other portions, then the 
inspiration of the Scriptures must go. 
But to my pleasant surprise, I found that 
the prophecies of both Old and New 
Testaments marvelously dovetail and 
present one consistent view of the out- 
come of this dreadful struggle between 
sin and righteousness. 


, = IS NO WAY OF PRE- 
SERVING THE IMMINENCY Of Christ’s re- 
turn unless one holds to the premillen- 
nial view. The Bible plainly teaches that 
there is to be a great tribulation period 
(Matt. 24:15; Dan. 9:27; Rev. 7:14, cor- 
rectly translated “the great tribulation”), 
and that immediately after the tribula- 
tion of those days there shall be un- 
heard of changes in the function of the 
heavenly bodies (Matt. 24:29); and then 
the Son of man shall return to sit upon 
the throne of His glory (Matt. 24:30; 
25:31). 

Yet Christ told His disciples to watch, 
for no one except the Father knows 
when He will return. Now it is obvious 
that if a tribulation or a kingdom period 
must intervene first, it is foolish for 
the saints to “watch” or “be ready.” So 
the only consistent view is that Christ 
will come for His saints and raise the 
dead in Christ (Matt. 24:36-42; I Cor. 
15:23, 24, 51-53; I Thess. 4:13-18), who 
shall be delivered from the ordeal of

passing through the tribulation (Rev. 
3:10; Jude 14, 15; I Thess. 2:19; 3:13, 
and many other scriptures suggest that 
we will accompany Him when He comes 
in glory). The imminency of Christ’s 
return can be harmonized with the 
teaching about the tribulation and the 
kingdom only according to the premil- 
lennial view. No one who believes that 
the kingdom is to be set up first can 
expect His return today. 

If we interpret the prophecies as Jesus 
and His disciples did, we must see them 
literally fulfilled. Even such details as 
the method of crucifixion, the soldiers 
gambling at the foot of the cross, His 
burial in Joseph’s tomb, etc., were liter- 
ally fulfilled. The critics of prophecy to- 
day would call that “crude literalism.” 
Maybe so, but I still believe the apostles 
knew more about how to interpret 
prophecies than modern seminary pro- 
fessors. And they preached that there 
would be “times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets since the 
world began” (Acts 3:21), and that: there 
is a “coming kingdom.” That kingdom is 
now in the hearts of His people, but 
someday it will be visible. 

If we can trust Zechariah to be cor- 
rect when he prophesied that Christ 








































































would enter Jerusalem on a young 
donkey (9:9), and be sold for thirty 
pieces of silver (11:12), and that His 
disciples would forsake Him (13:7), can 
we not trust him when he says that our 
Lord’s feet shall stand on the Mount of 
Olives “in that day” (14:4), and that 
He “shall be king over all the earth” 
(14:9) ? 


iu PREMILLENNIAL COMING OF 
Curist offers hope in a dark world. The 
critics of prophecy say that such books 
as Daniel and Revelation “were written 
for the encouragement of people in bad 
times, when the strong forces of wicked- 
ness were dominant and oppressive” 
(W. P. King, Adventism). That is true. 
However, Jesus authenticated Daniel’s 
writings (Matt. 24:15). The critics say 
that the book was written by some later 
writer, around 150 B.C. Between Jesus 
and the critics, I prefer to believe Him. 
And concerning Revelation, Christ 
promised that the Holy Spirit would show 
the apostles “things to come.” 

But speaking of “bad days,” were there 
ever times when the saints of God needed 
encouragement more than now? It is 
not surprising that some starved Chris- 
tians go off after strange teachers when

o you know that a much higher 
D percentage of Christians than non- 
Christians are discourteous to people at 
the door? We find this out when taking 
surveys on radio listening and Sunday 
newspaper reading. The following are 
some of the experiences we have had. 

The big, square, red brick house 
looked very formal. A: friendly reception 
did not seem probable, but I was wrong. 
In answer to my ring, an attractive, 
pleasant-faced young woman invited me 
into the living room. 

“We're in a hurry,” she said, “but we 
will be glad to answer your questions if 
we can do it quickly. Will you have a 
seat while I call mother?” 

While I waited, a quiet, comforting 
sermon was preached to me by the Scrip- 
ture mottoes on the wall. I was in a 
Christian home, and even though I was 
only an advertising interviewer, I was be- 
ing graciously received. In this home the 
whole interview was pleasant. 

Experiences like this are bright spots 
in the day. They mean a brief bit of 
fellowship with another redeemed one. 


—_— TIME I SAW A “JESUS 
SAVES” sicn on the door. You can realize 
what that meant to me. I knocked 
eagerly, expecting the day’s bright spot. 
When the door was answered I said, 
“As I read over the names of these radio 
programs, will you please tell me if you 
have ever heard any of them?” 

“T only listen to WMBI, and I don’t see 
why you people have to bother us. 
Goodby.” 

She was about to close the door in my 
face when I told her that I am a born- 
again person and also listen to WMBI 
regularly. Then we had a few moments 
of fellowship, and the company that was 
paying my salary received a well-filled- 
in questionnaire. 

The interview turned out pleasant be- 
cause this woman found out that I was 
saved, but what would the effect have 
been on an unsaved investigator? 

This is what happens to the unsaved 
investigators too many times. One day 
an unsaved co-worker said that when 


she asked a woman at a certain address 


to answer some questions about radio 


stations, the reply was, “I only listen to 
WMBI,” and a discourteous, “Goodby.” 


The investigator said to me, “I thought 


that folks who listen to WMBI would be 
more gracious than other people, not 
less gracious.”

for Bible Students

CHRIST IN HEBREWS 

“Anointed with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows” (1:9). This was 
spoken of our Lord. ddedw (aleiphd) 
is always used in the New Testa- 
ment of the anointing with literal oil; 
xo (chrid) never of anointing with 
oil, but always of the anointing with the 
Holy Spirit. Chrid is used here, showing 
that the oil here is symbolic of the Spirit. 
The word “fellows” is the translation of 
perdxous (metochous), made up of gw 
(ech6), “to hold,” and wera (meta), 
“with,” thus referring to the act of hold- 
ing with someone in a common interest 
or activity. The word is used in Luke 
5:7 and translated “partners.” The part- 
ners of our Lord here are the holy angels 
who are associated with Him in the work 
of salvation (1:14). 

“A great high priest that is passed 
into the heavens” (4:14). The Author- 
ized Version gives the result, rather 
than the process. The Greek preposi- 
tion meaning “into” is «is (eis). But 
the text here has 64 (dia), whose 
root meaning is “two,” and whose re- 
sultant meaning is “through,” that is, it 
speaks of a passing between two things, 
thus a going between two, or through. In 
our Lord’s going to heaven as High Priest 
to present Himself as having ac- 
complished the work of salvation, He 
passed through the heavens on that first 
Easter morning, through the heavens of 
the clouds, through the heavens of the 
stars, into the heaven of heavens. Thus 
He passed through the kingdom of Satan 
in the atmosphere of this earth which 
is populated with demons, and overcame 
their opposition (Eph. 4:7, 8; Ps. 68:1, 2, 
17, 18; Col. 2:14, 15). This answers to 
the type of the high priest in Israel pass- 
ing from the brazen altar through the 
court, through the Holy Place into the 
Holy’ of Holies to present the sacrificial 
blood. 

“Offered up prayers ... unto him that 
was able to save him from death” (5:17). 
There are two prepositions in Greek 
which mean “from,” a7é (apo), from the 
edge of, and & (ek), out from within. 
The second is used here. In His Geth- 
semane prayer, our Lord prayed to be 
Saved 476, from drinking the cup if that 
were possible, its contents, the being 
made sin, and the act of God abandon- 
ing the Son. But on the cross He prayed 
to be saved é&, out from within death 
itself; that is, He prayed to be raised out 
from under death (Ps. 22:19-21). 

“Though he were a Son yet learned 
he obedience by the things he suffered” 
(5:8). There is no indefinite article in 
the Greek. It is only to be included in 
the English translation where the con- 
text requires it. There is no point in say- 
ing “though he were a Son.” Christians 
are sons. “Though he were Son,” Very 
God, yet He learned in His incarnate life 
of obedience by experience, what it was 
to obey, a thing He knew only in the 
abstract in His omniscience before. 
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am sure the folks back home will be 

interested to know that soldiers be- 
lieve in the power of prayer. Since 
leaving the States nearly a year ago, 
I have realized more than ever before the 
power in prayer, and that my greatest 
need is a closer walk with God. I am 
sure this expresses the feeling of most of 
us, far from civilization. The Christian 
life grows dearer.and sweeter as we seek 
communion and fellowship with God. I 
know that God is still on His throne, and 
that He still answers prayer, because we 
have felt His presence many times and 
have seen direct answers to prayer. 

The accompanying picture is a group of 
us praying for victory during a crisis. On 
several occasions when faced with a great 
crisis we have prayed nearly all night, 
and God has heard our cry. On one occa- 
sion recently, we faced the darkest crisis 
in our lives, and I prayed nearly all night. 
This was on Saturday night. At the close 
of the Sunday morning service I asked 
every man who was a Christian and who 
would rededicate his life to Christ, to 
stand with me, and several hundred men 
stood. Then I asked those to stand who 
were not Christians, but who would trust 
Christ as their personal Saviour (after 
explaining again the plan of salvation), 
and men began to stand until about two 
hundred stood. As the service closed in 
prayer every man present was standing 
for Christ. Many of us were in tears, re- 
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joicing because God had opened the win- 
dows of heaven and poured out upon us 
His richest blessings, a direct answer to 
prayer. Many times I have seen so-called 
tough, hard-hearted, unconcerned sol- 
diers reach a crisis in their lives, and then 
call upon God for help, especially when 
theewar clouds were hanging low. 

I have yet to find an atheist or an 
agnostic where I have been. In fact, 
never before have I seen more hunger for 
God’s Word and the preaching of the 
gospel of Christ, than since I left the 
States. The gospel of Christ will melt the 
hardest hearts, wherever they are—on 
mountain, plain, or sea. His grace is al- 
ways sufficient. 

Many American soldiers are praying 
that the light of Christianity will soon be 
burning brightly throughout our war- 
torn world. We are not only praying for 
peace throughout the world, but for our 
enemies as well, and that America will 
wave high the banners of Old Glory, 
which will be seen and felt around the 
globe. Also that we might feel a new 
breath from Calvary, which will cause 
each of us to do God’s will and seek His 
ways. We men believe in the power of 
prayer, because we believe in our eternal 
God, who is our heavenly Father. Such 
faith in God separates our religion from 
that of Japan or other pagan worship. 

There is more power in prayer than in 
all the battleships, airplanes, submarines,

tanks, and all the warfare throughout the 
world combined. Some of the world’s 
largest battleships have gone to the bot- 
tom of the sea; some of our greatest air- 
planes have taken their flight in flames, 
or have been shot down; many of the 
world’s best submarines lie in the bottom 
of the sea; the world’s largest tanks have 
been stopped and thrown completely out 
of action, but our God lives forever to 
care for His own. 

If Samson, who was filled with the 
power of God, could take the jawbone of 
an ass and kill a thousand Philistines, 
what could one million Christian men do 
with the world’s best war machinery! 

I think too many Americans are sing- 
ing, “Praise the Lord and pass the am- 
munition.” In reality, we are passing the 
Lord and praising the ammunition. In- 
stead we should exercise our faith in God, 
who is always ready and willing at all 
times to answer prayer. 

Mail from home is a great morale 
builder, but the greatest morale builder is 
the consciousness of knowing that Chris- 
tians throughout the world are praying 
for me and others, and for world peace.

THE CHALLENGE OF FRUITFUL 
SEASONS 


Mr. Cook’s article for this issue has 
failed to reach us, and we have there- 
fore condensed one from his own peri- 
odical, The Christian. —Editors. 

T THE climax of the harvesting season, 
an article in The Times opened 
with these words, “Blessed with perfect 
harvesting weather, the gathering of the 
corn crops in the eastern and southern 
counties of England has been pressed 
ahead speedily. In some districts harvest 
is finished although the corn acreage 
was greater again this year.” 

Those opening words, “Blessed with 
perfect harvesting weather,” sound like 
an echo of the Prime Minister’s acknowl- 
edgment of the harvest in prospect when 
he spoke, on an occasion two years ago, 
as “by the grace of God.” Our records 
appear to show that we have been blessed 
with abundant harvests in each of the 
four years, 1940-1943. Surely this is a 
fact calling for more than ordinary 
recognition by our country! Four succes- 
sive years of plenty might well be a 
noteworthy phenomenon at any time; 
but when the years are years of war, the 
bountiful provision calls more than ever 
for our grateful praise. 

It is to be hoped that this will be suf- 
ficiently recognized. Some of us have 
regretted a certain tone of*boastfulness 
in forecasting harvesting prospects—or a 
tone which sounded boastful because of 
the prominence given to the human side 
of the matter, in planning, tilling, and 
organization. Much has been said about 
the increased area under cultivation, and 
the development of scientific and mech- 
anized methods of agriculture; just as 
in connection with the military effort of 
the nation there is a temptation to lay 
unbalanced stress upon the output of 
ships and munitions. 

Diligent human effort is necessary 
enough in both matters; and so are 
human foresight and organization. Scrip- 
ture itself puts this side of the matter 
in pointed language: “The sluggard will 
not plow by reason of the winter; there- 
fore shall he beg in harvest, and have 
nothing.” That is a proverb with its 
directly spiritual message too, for per- 
sonal life and personal work for God! 
But “the grace of God,” and the work- 
ing of God, is the power to which we 
owe spiritual and natural harvests alike. 

“The joy in harvest,” which has been 
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rendered so wonderfully possible in these 
four needy years, is assuredly not for 
our deserts, nor by the wisdom of agri- 
cultural planners and the energy of 
agricultural workers. It is “by the grace 
of God,” who has “blessed” us with the 
conditions necessary for the attainment 
of the desired end. 

“Thou art good, and doest good,” is 
an ancient confession which we greatly 
need, as a nation, to take upon our lips 
at the present juncture. 

The shadow of famine hangs over 
many other lands. Should the war in 
Europe end sooner than can even now 
be confidently anticipated, much of the 
bounty which God has provided in our 
favored fields, free from invasion and 
enemy occupation, will be needed over- 
seas. 

Here, once more, is an illustration of 
something always to be borne in mind, 
in matters spiritual and material alike. 
God does not enrich His servants with 
this world’s goods that they may live in 
luxury while others are starving. Nor 
does He bless us with eyes open to 
spiritual truth, and hearts open to 
spiritual treasure, that we may keep it 
to ourselves, but that we may be the 
means of spiritual blessing to others. 

The goodness of God in His merciful 
provision for human need is a chal- 
lenge to faith; let us trust Him who 
has begun a good work to carry it to 
its conclusion. It is a challenge to thank- 
fulness, expressed not in word or in 
festival services only, but in holiness 
and righteousness of personal life and 
in generous dealing with the spiritual 
and material needs of our fellowmen. 
And it is a challenge to repentance; 
personal repentance, of which we all 
stand in need, and national repentance 
on a scale not yet dimly approached. 

A familiar psalm comes home to us 
just now in its call to thankfulness both 
for military deliverances and for harvest 
mercies. “O give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good: for his mercy endureth 
for ever ... who remembered us in our 
low estate: for his mercy endureth for- 
ever: and hath delivered us from our 
enemies: for his mercy endureth for- 
ever. He giveth food to all flesh: for his 
mercy endureth forever. O give thanks 
unto the God of heaven: for his mercy 
endureth forever.”

The dance may continue several days—a revolting 
orgy of drunkenness and licentiousness. Many similar villages are now trans- 
formed by the powerful touch of a living Saviour and gather for Christian 
worship and Bible conferences. 


DOES THIS STIR YOU? 

Rk. DoucLas HursH has gone out to 

Nigeria as an eye specialist, in con- 
nection with the Sudan Interior Mission. 
But he is even more concerned that the 
blind hearts be given spiritual sight. The 
following is from his recent communica- 
tion: 

“While on holiday during July we 
visited many of our southern stations. 
But it proved to be more of a change 
than a rest, since hundreds of eye 
patients were treated. Our hearts were 
touched when three blind men came 
ninety miles led with a rope by a three- 
year-old boy. When his feet became too 
sore to walk he was carried on his father’s 
shoulders, directing the procession from 
there. For these like many others it was 
too late for restoration of physical sight. 
Pray that those blind spiritually might 
still see the light. But many others were 
helped, and some who could be benefited 
by major surgery were selected and have 
already come to Kano (from three to five 
hundred miles). 

“We had an interesting experience at 
a new station opened just three months 
ago in a very pagan village of about six 
thousand. Lightning struck and burned 
a stack of grass used for thatching. Al- 
though no people were killed nor huts 
burned, fear caused a great commotion. 
Their god of lightning is called Shango 
and these heathen believe he enters the 
ground at the place struck. So for a day 
and a half there was continuous beating 
of drums and dancing over this spot until 
the god was finally freed. Then the 
sacrificing began with such drumming, 
shouting, and dancing that everybody 
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was worked into a frenzy. Chickens, dogs, 
and sheep were killed with all sorts of 
ceremony enacted with the blood, includ- 
ing sprinkling it on the people. And such 
a variety of carved idols and miniature 
temples as there were! The appalling 
ignorance made one’s heart ache. But 
after Satan had his day it was the Lord’s 
turn. Just three hours later an open-air 
gospel service was held within sight of 
the spot, and a crowd of five hundred 
quietly listened for an hour. Fourteen 
students from our Bible school forty miles 
away were present to sing and tell their 
oWn people of Christ who banishes all 
fear and superstition. What a different 
sight!” 





VICTORY IN COLOMBIA 

After being but twenty months in the 
city of Barranquilla, Colombia, we have 
the joy of seeing fifty-four people in full 
church fellowship. These we believe are 
regenerated by the Spirit of God. We 
give an opportunity in our services for 
people to accept Christ publicly as 
Saviour. These are given three months 
training in the major doctrines of the 
faith. They are then examined by the 
church as to these doctrines and their 
personal testimony. Of the fifteen ex- 
amined from the last class, four were 
asked to wait a further three months. 
The others were baptized on Sunday 
night, during which service six more 
made a public confession of faith. At 
this baptismal service we had some four 
hundred people present. We appreciate 
the reverence and solemnity of the con- 
gregations here. 

Each Sunday we broadcast the Baptist 


Half Hour, and the last Sunday night of 
each month we broadcast the preaching 
service. We are receiving reports from 
interested people all over this coastal 
section of Colombia. 

Every month now we publish our Bap- 
tist paper, El Heraldo Bautista. This 
publication has been violently attacked 
by the priests, but this has only helped 
to create more interest. 

Our greatest need is for more mis- 
sionaries. We need men and women who 
will preach the gospel sincerely and 
zealously so that these people will have 
a definite experience of salvation. Al- 
ready they are religious, but their reli- 
gion is devoid of spiritual and moral 
power in relation to their lives—Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Schweinsberg. 





REACHING THE PRIMITIVES 

Writing in China’s Millions, Miss Nellie 
De Waard tells of visiting the aboriginal 
“Min-Chia” in Yunnan Province, China: 

“The late afternoon of February 26 
found us winding our way in and out of 
@ narrow gorge which led the way to the 
first village we planned to visit. It was 
raining and almost dark by the time we 
reached Tien Ti. The reason we were so 
late was that we kept losing our way. The 
road at last was a mere path which had 
numerous bypaths, and we often took the 
wrong one. Then we had to retrace our 
steps until we got back to the right one. 
Our way crossed and recrossed a tribu- 
tary of the Yangpi River, and there was 
nothing for it but to wade. The water 
was icy cold and the bed of the stream 
was full of large stones, so it took a meas- 
ure of courage to step down barefoot into 
the water. It was getting dark so rapid- 
ly that we feared we would not reach our 
destination while there was light to see, 
and that would have meant spending the 
night in the woods. All at once we heard 
the hallooing of shepherds and upon in- 
quiry we found they were Tien Ti boys 
just on their way home, so we followed 
in their wake and arrived with a dis- 
tinguished escort composed of cows, goats, 
horses, pigs, and dogs. 

“It was raining steadily when we got 
in, and as it was several minutes before 
our Tien Ti friends could come to an 
agreement as to where we were to lodge, 
we were really quite wet before being 
finally sheltered. Things moved rapidly, 
though, with so many to lend a hand; 
some one built a cheerful fire, some one 
else brought rice and vegetables and be- 
gan preparing a meal, and we were soon 
quite comfortable. The kindness of these 
friends did not stop with our arrival, 
for the whole time we were there we 
were so showered with gifts of rice, eggs, 
meat, honey, vegetables, dried persim-

ed to touch the supplies we had brought 
with us. 

“To our joy, many who had made a 
stand for the Lord on a previous visit 
were still faithful, and during our stay 
we tried to teach them as much as possi- 
ble. Every evening we told portions of 
the story of Jesus, and several new Min- 
Chia hymns and choruses were memor- 
ized. Now this little group has decided 
to hold regular Sunday services. They 
will be very simple, as they will lead them 
themselves, but the Lord is sure to bless.” 





WILDERNESS PANCAKES 

Here is another tasty bit from Miss 
De Waard’s experience among the primi- 
tives: 

“I am so surfeited with rice that I can- 
not face another bowl for breakfast. Nev- 
ertheless, the pangs of hunger are mak- 
ing themselves felt and ‘wilderness pan- 
cakes’ are the solution to the problem 
of ‘what to have for breakfast.’ The re- 
cipe is very simple, as it merely calls for 
whatever you have on hand. This morn- 
ing I have in the larder half a cup of 
corn meal, half a cup of flour, a little 
brown sugar, a pinch of salt, and an egg. 
These are quickly mixed with a little 
water and I am ready to begin the next 
step. Three large stones placed to form 
a triangle make a usable stove; now a 
few sticks underneath and some pitch 
touched with a match and presto there is 
a roaring fire. A hasty examination of 
the pantry (a kerosene can) reveals a 
trying fact that there is no lard, not even 
a speck. However, ‘Swiss Family Robin- 
son’ or ‘Robinson Crusoe’ would never 
have allowed so small an obstacle to hin- 
der them, and neither will I. A piece of 
fat pork does quite as well, and soon some 
of the batter is sizzling nicely in the fry- 
ing pan. 

“The dog who bit me yesterday is 
standing quite sociably just outside my 
door. Does that hungry look in his eye 
mean that he is interested in my cooking 
or in me personally? I found that the 
cakes did not taste good unless quite hot, 
so I fried one and ate one, until the end 
of the procedure. The getting of this 
sumptuous breakfast was simplicity 
itself; and why anyone would be both- 
ered with gas or electric stoves, egg beat- 
ers, mix masters, prepared pancake flour, 
et cetera, as long as the opportunity for 
the simple life exists, is one of the mar- 
vels of the twentieth century!” 





ADVENTURES WITH THE GOSPEL 

Mrs. Lucille Jacobs and Nell Festa are 
working with the Soldiers and Gospel 
Mission down in southern Chile. They 
report many doors opening: 

“The dentist in our town is a very 
charming young girl with a warm, friend- 
ly personality and apparently loved by 
all here. The Lord has used her as a 
wedge whereby we have entered many 
homes. The other afternoon she took 
us to the home of one of the most promi- 
nent families. One of the girls is a 
teacher in the nuns’ school in Lican. 
Our dentist friend introduced us quite 
frankly as ‘Protestant misionaries,’ but 
these people were very lovely to us. The 
mother began to ask questions, and re- 
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vealed that she had an interest in the 
gospel although no knowledge thereof. 
She indicated that she would come to the 
chapel some Sunday evening. The daugh- 
ter yesterday afternoon came to visit us, 
and in all these contacts with this fam- 
ily we have discerned no evidence of any 
prejudice whatever. We are praying that 
their liking for us may turn to real ac- 
quaintance with and love for the Lord. 

“A few days ago we received a special 
invitation to visit the superintendent of 
the new project for deepening the river 
for ocean travel. We have been praying 
for an opening at this place. We found the 
manager was particularly interested in 
learning English, and the conversation 
at first turned toward questions in Eng- 
lish grammar. But we found he was in- 
terested in spiritual things, too, and was 
much concerned because so many of his 
employees drank, stole, lied and indulged 
in numerous other vices. Finally, he 
asked why we couldn’t come out and give 
them a little talk ‘on morals’; and added 
with a wistfulness in his voice, ‘Oh, if 
if you could only change some of them 
so that they might not drink up all their 
wages!’ 

“We told him we couldn’t change them, 
but God could. On the next Saturday 
afternoon, as the closing gong sounded, 
we found ourselves before some forty or 
more men, grouped around in a semi- 
circle in the big machine shop, with work 
benches and wheels as seats. They had 
sent a man to carry our victrola for us, 
and soon the gospel songs and the Lord’s 
message was filling the air (and we hope 
their hearts also). Miss Festa gave a good 
message with her flannelgraph to which 
they listened most respectfully. As they 
went out, each with the little red book 
called The Way of Salvation, many tipped 
their hats and said “Thank you.’ We are 
invited to repeat these conferences. So 
we covet your prayers.”

excellent glee club. For the men saw on 
this one-time-cannibal-ruled island 
something few of them had seen before. 
“For most of us,” wrote Sergeant Fray, 
“it was the first opportunity to see the re- 
sults of mission work on a foreign field. 
We see the need of more missionaries on 
this island, to say nothing of the nearby 
islands, where the white man is still 
afraid to go for fear of being used for a 
pot of soup, or as a roast. 

“When we stop to think that these, too, 
are souls for whom Christ died, we real- 
ize how little we are doing for the cause 
of lost humanity. It is a great challenge 
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to us as Christians to heed the command 
of Christ: ‘Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel.’ Since we have 
seen the results of missions and the need 
for more workers, we have decided that 
even though we are among the armed 
forces of our nation on this far distant 
island, and cannot talk to the natives be- 
cause of the difference in language, there 
is something we can do, and that is to 
give a part of our earnings to the mission 
program.” 

Sergeant George Behary, who is mis- 
sionary treasurer for this group, com- 
pletes the narrative: “During the dis- 
cussion period of one of our regular 
Wednesday night prayer meetings, our 
chaplain brought to our attention our 
privilege, responsibility, and opportunity 
for the furtherance of the gospel to the 
four corners of the world . .. Wednesday 
last, the program was further discussed, 
Sunday morning at our service ... an 
offering was taken, and thus, officially, 
our program was inaugurated.” 


Bu NOW ANOTHER PROBLEM 
AROSE. How were the collected funds to be 
distributed? As Sergeant Behary notes, 
“We were members of many different de- 
nominations, and so preferred rather 
than send the amounts to one particular 
organization, that it be distributed among 
many.” 

Since the men had become acquainted 
with the interdenominational character 
of Moody Bible Institute through the 
ministry of Mr. Moon, “we chose the In- 
stitute,” says Sergeant Behary in a let- 
ter to the school, “instead of some par- 
ticular mission board or individual ... 
knowing that it is constantly in touch 
with missionaries and mission fields, and 
the money would go where needed.” 

Thus there arrives at the Institute 
each month a letter from a certain 
Southwest Pacific island, telling of God’s 
blessing, and containing a gift to mis- 
sions. These gifts have varied in amount 
from $133 to $375. From the desk of the 
president the funds have then gone to 
mission boards representing fields 
throughout the world. And each month 
a typed statement keeps the island chapel 
worshipers informed of their funds’ des- 
tination. 

The man who directed, guided and 
brought to culmination the missionary 
vision of his air corps men, Chaplain Mc- 
Leroy, says, “If we want to make Chris- 
tians out of the heathen, then it seems to 
me we need to tell them the story and live 
them the life. Let us reach as many men 
as possible with as many missionaries as 
possible . . . I would believe in missions 
if for no other reason than the results. 
Today I live on an island where in the 
last decade the very atmosphere was 
polluted with the smell of cooked human 
flesh. In my chapel service each Lord’s 
day are men who have eaten their fellow 
men. They come now and worship, and 
give to missions. When I asked a chief 
of his tribe why they did this, he said, 
‘Because of Him [looking up]. He has 
done so much for us.’ There is yet much 
teaching needed, but, oh, what a differ- 
ence in them! They now have life 
through Him and having loved Him, they 
love the brethren.”

Many books have been written re- 
cently to help people adjust themselves 
to the complexities of modern living. An 
idea often expressed in them is that of 
acquiescence. True acquiescence to God 
brings release from the power and 
tyranny of sin, and freedom from fear of 
death and the judgment. There can be 
no peace for the individual apart from 
faith in the God who saves from sin, 
who keeps His own safely through every 
peril, and who satisfies with every spir- 
itual blessing in Christ Jesus. 

It may be well to remind ourselves, who 
are engaged in a war whose objective is 
peace among men, that any peace con- 
trived by human ingenuity and apart 
from God will be but relative and im- 
permanent. The Christian looks for peace 
on earth, but not by the frail expedients 
of leagues, world courts, covenants, or 
conferences. Peace of an abiding quality 
will come when the Prince of Peace 
comes! We shall do most for the cause 
of world peace if we preach the gospel 


‘of the grace of God, and pray without 


ceasing, “God speed the day when the 
government shall be upon His shoulder!” 

Two artists were competing for an 
award to be given for the best painting 
on the subject of peace. One portrayed 
a landscape with blue sky and fleecy 
clouds overhead. It depicted nature, 
placid and beautiful—fields ripe for the 
harvest, cattle grazing on sunny slopes, 
and in the foreground stately trees, 
lawns, and flowers, with light and shade. 
But the winning picture showed a gray 
evening, with wind in the clouds, and 
sea breakers crashing on a rocky coast. 
A single branch hung out over the 
foaming sea, tossed with the storm. In 
it was a small nest, and a bird resting, 
completely oblivious to the tumult 
around it. 

So true heart peace is shown not by 
its presence in calm and sunny cir- 
cumstances, but by its ability to retain 
its character when the storms of life 
are breaking in their most dreadful fury. 
Christ is able today to speak peace to 
men’s souls, as He was in the days of 
His flesh to command the unbridled sea 
to quietness. 

He is the secret and source of heart 
peace! We who love Him can cry with 
faithful Paul, even though the earth 
crash about us, “He is our peace!”

THE FATHER AND THE SON 
A.F.R., Norwood, N.C. 

Question: What is meant by John 
14:28: “I go unto the Father: for my 
Father is greater than I”? 

Answer: With reference to the hu- 
manity of our Lord Jesus Christ, there is 
a sense in which He could say, “My 
Father is greater than I.” He humbled 
Himself in taking upon Himself human 
flesh and the form of a servant, or bond 
servant, and becoming obedient unto 
death (Phil. 2:7). In this sense, He made 
Himself subject. He came to perform the 
Father’s will and to please Him (John 
8:29; Heb. 10:7). And now the disciples 
were to rejoice in His going back to the 
Father after the accomplishment of His 
task, for now He was going to resume 
the glory and majesty which were His 
with the Father before the world began.

THE NAZARENE 
JS&., Chicago, Ill. 

Question: According to what 
prophecy in the Old Testament was our 
Lord called a Nazarene, as stated in Mat- 
thew 2:23? 

Answer: No such single prophecy is 
to be found in the Old Testament, nor is 
there any such known reference in the 
Apocryphal writings. Such references as 
Judges 13:5 and I Samuel 1:11 concern- 
ing the Nazarite vows are altogether in- 
correct. Matthew refers to it simply as 
the fulfillment of a prophetic thought or 
expression. The idea is to be found in a 
number of prophecies. The Branch, that 
is the Branch out of David’s roots (Isa. 
11:10), is the word Nezer. Perhaps the 
town of Nazareth took its name from this 
word for the trees and shrubs for which 
it is said to have been conspicuous. Other 
passages suggest this thought of the 
Branch, and although in some cases the 
word is different, it has the same mean- 
ing (Jer. 23:5; 33:15; Zech. 3:8; Isa. 4:2). 
Thus, when Matthew says that our Lord 
should be called a Nazarene according to 
the Old Testament, he was not only re- 
ferring to the place of His dwelling and 
upbringing, but he was giving Him a 
Messianic title, a great title, which every 
Jew would understand.

’ PURPOSE OF PUNISHMENT 
Mrs. E.S., Palo, Iil. 

Question: Is it true that God’s 
punishment of sin, as I have read re- 
cently, is “purposive and purging,” and 
that we enter heaven “by way of a 
schoolroom, rather than a courtroom”? 

Answer: This is certainly not true. 
Christ died for our sins (I Cor. 15:3). 
That is not “purposive and purging.” He 
“died for our sins.” We deserved to die 
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and should have died for them ourselves. 
In His death, He took upon Himself both 
the guilt and the penalty for our sins 
(Isa. 53:5, 10) ; II Cor. 5:21; I Pet. 2:24). 
Thus, through Him we do enter heaven 
by “a courtroom,” and certainly not by a 
schoolroom. For we who believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ were judged in Him 
and acquitted, because He bore our guilt 
and penalty. The primary purpose even 
of our courts of law in passing sentence 
upon criminals or offenders is not to 
purge or correct them, although that may 
be in view, but to punish them for crimes 
and offenses. This is based on God’s 
own law which nothing can change.

GOD VERSUS SATAN 

Mrs. H.S.H., Asheville, N.C. 

Question: If only a small portion of 
the world’s population has been or will 
be saved, does not this prove that Satan 
is stronger than God? 


Answer: If it is true that “only a 
small portion of the world’s population 
has been or will be saved,” it only proves 
that man is a free agent and may choose 
to obey or disobey God as he wills. If he 
obeys by accepting God’s method of sal- 
vation—through faith in the atoning 
death of the Lord Jesus Christ—he will 
be saved. If he refuses, he will be con- 
demned. Satan’s place and power in the 
world are only permitted by God for rea- 
sons good and sufficient to Himself. This 
is clearly seen from such a passage of 
Scripture as Job 1 and 2. Satan has al- 
ready been judged (Luke 10:18; John 
12:31), and his doom is sealed (Rev. 
20:10). If great numbers of people in 
the world are deceived by him as to the 
truth in Jesus Christ (and this is his 
great purpose), it is because they are un- 
willing to believe, and so lend themselves 
to his deceptions (II Cor. 4:3, 4).

THE PRODIGAL’S RING 
M.M., Kokomo, Ind. 

Question: Is there any significance 
in the ring placed by the father on the 
hand of the prodigal son (Luke 15) ? 

Answer: The ring was a badge of 
dignity and honor. Only rich people were 
able to afford them, and they often had 
engraved upon them the family arms. 
The ring placed on the prodigal’s finger 
meant a public acknowledgment of him 
as again a member of the family, restored 
to his position by his father’s mercy and 
love. It would mean also that, although 
he had already spent his portion, his re- 
pentance and restoration had secured 
him another. To make a spiritual appli- 
cation of it, while the robe with which 
he was clothed instead of his former rags 
might be said to stand for the righteous- 
ness of another—of Christ—the ring 


might be said to stand for that earnest 
of the Spirit whereby we are sealed to the 
day of redemption (Eph. 1:13), for such 
a ring was probably a seal ring.

THE APOCRYPHA 
J.R.H., Sleepy Eye; Minn. 

Question: What are the books of the 
Apocrypha? How is it that they appear 
in some Bibles and are taken out of 
others? 

Answer: The word “apocrypha” 
means hidden, and refers now to spiritual 
writings of doubtful authority and au- 
thorship. There are fourteen such books 
of the Old Testament, whose writers are 
unknown with one exception. They were 
never included in the Hebrew Canon, al- 
though they later appeared in the Greek 
Version of the Old Testament, written in 
the third century B.C. They appeared 
also in the Vulgate, or Latin, version of 
the Bible, written in the fourth century 
A.D. They were written roughly between 
200 B.C. and A.D. 100. The early Church, 
both Eastern and Western, generally con- 
sidered them uncanonical. The great 
Protestant Reformation of the sixteenth 
century A.D. raised the issue of the 
canonicity of these books; that is, their 
worthiness to be considered part of the 
sacred, inspired Scriptures. Martin Lu- 
ther declared them to be definitely un- 
canonical and uninspired. The Church 
of Rome then declared them fully in- 
spired and as directly from God. The 
Protestant Church, while declaring them 
to be of value, and at first including 
them in some versions of the Bible, began 
as early as 1559 to omit them. They were 
permanently excluded from the year 1827 
on. The same is true regarding apocry- 
phal books of the New Testament.

THE SISTERS OF MARY 
H.J., Chicago, Ill. 

Question: Did Mary, the mother of 
the Lord, have a sister named Mary, 
since this seems to be implied by John 
19:25? 

Answer: It is scarcely likely that two 
sisters could have borne the same name. 
There is no known instance of such a 
case. Matthew (27:56) and Mark (15:40) 
each in their account give the names of 
three women among the number who 
followed the Lord to the cross. The 
question hinges here in John’s account 
on whether there are three or four 
women mentioned. It is most likely that 
four are mentioned in two pairs thus: (1) 
“his mother and his mother’s sister”; 
(2) and “Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene.” This leaves the sister 
of Mary, the mother of the Lord, un- 
named and not identified with Mary the 
wife of Cleophas (Alphaeus). On this 
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interpretation this unnamed sister may 
have been the mother of the sons of 
Zebedee according to Matthew (identified 
by Mark as Salome), and thus the 
mother of John. An ancient version of 
the Scriptures, the Peshito Syriac, as 
early as the second century took this view 
and inserted the word and after the word 
“sister” in John 19:25.

MONTHS AND DAYS 

B.M.M., Springfield, Il. 

Question: Where do we get the 
names of the twelve months of the year 
and the days of the week, and what bear- 
ing does this have on the day of Sabbath 
observance? 

Answer: The names of the months 
of our present calendar were given by the 
Romans long before the Church came 
into being. Some of these months were 
named after their gods; others, July and 
August, were named after emperors; and 
September to December are simply num- 
bers. The names of the days are derived 
from the Anglo-Saxons, who also used 
names of their pagan deities to designate 
these days. The name Saturday is there- 
fore pagan in origin. These names have 
nothing whatever to do with the observ- 
ance of the seventh day as the Sabbath. 
It is totally untrue that observance of the 
first day of the week as the Christian day 
of rest and worship began two or three 
centuries after Pentecost. This is abun- 
dantly attested by both the Scriptures and 
the sayings of the early Church Fathers, 
which make it clear that the first day of 
the week from the very beginning became 
the regular day of coming together for 
public worship.

THE LAW OF SEPARATION 
N.M.C., Chicago, Ill. 

Question: What is the significance 
of the apparently trivial prohibitions of 
Leviticus 19:19 in the midst of a chapter 
dealing with most weighty considerations 
of moral law? 

Answer: The book of Leviticus sets 
forth the laws of the holiness which be- 
comes a people separated to God, and 
forbids conformity to heathen and world- 
ly practices. The cruel and gross corrup- 
tions of chapter 18 are followed by ex- 
hortations, and by warnings against 
moral wrong and injustice. Then follows 
the apparently trivial prohibitions of 
19:19: the gendering of cattle of diverse 
kinds; of sowing fields with diverse seeds; 
of the mixture of linen and woolen. Even 
these things might not be done so as in 
no way to weaken the sense of abhor- 
rence of such sins as of Leviticus 18:22, 
23. The first prohibition suggests un- 
naturalness; the second perhaps im- 
providence; the third, perhaps, vanity. 
They all emphasize the thought and 
necessity of separation; the folly of 
mingling the spiritual and the carnal. 
These prohibitions were given to the peo- 
ple in their spiritual infancy to train 
them in the natural order and separation 
of things, and as helps toward higher 
moral and spiritual purity. When the 
underlying principle of moral purity and 
sanctity of life were comprehended, such 
minor physical distinctions as this verse 
contains need no longer be obligatory.

' CHRIST OUR ELDER BROTHER 
E.P.R., Lynn, Mass. 

Question: What text of Scripture 
supports the expression, “Christ our 
Elder Brother’? 

Answer: The thought of Christ as 
Brother is based upon such passages as 
Hebrews 2:11, 12, where it is said of Him 
that He is not ashamed to call us breth- 
ren, and verse 17 where it is said that 
it behooved Him to be made like unto His 
brethren. There is no Scripture which 
specifically calls Him “Elder Brother,” 
but Romans 8:29 declares Him to be “the 
firstborn among many brethren.” This 
is support enough for the thought of 
Christ as our Elder Brother.

LUCIFER 
E.V., Cambridge, Wis. 

Question: (1) Does the word Lucifer 
occur in the Hebrew text of Isaiah 14:12? 
(2) If the context refers only to a man, 
how can he be called Lucifer or Satan? 


Answer: (1) The word Lucifer as a 
proper name does not occur in the He- 
brew text. It is the Latin word for light- 
bearer and appears as a name in the Vul- 
gate or Latin Version of the Bible of the 
fourth century A.D. However, it had the 
same connotation in the Septuagint, 
Greek version of the Old Testament, 
written by Jews in the third century B.C. 
Lucifer became a name of the devil 
when some early Church Fathers applied 
the entire passage to him. The meaning 
of the Hebrew word from which it is 
translated is in dispute,-but is most gen- 
erally thought to mean praise or shine, 
hence, shining one. However, it would 
make little difference to the sense of the 
passage or the judgment pronounced if 
this word helel were translated “howl” or 

wail” as some think, since it is accom- 
panied by the expression “son of the 
morning” which, as the morning star, is 
also lightbearer, or herald of the dawn. 

(2) Commentators differ as to whether 
this is a highly poetical description of the 
king of Babylon, or, taxen quite literally, 
immeasurably transcends anything that 
could be ascribed to a mere man for 
beauty and glory. However, if referring 
primarily to a historical king of Baby- 
lon, there is no reason why he may not 
be typical in his character and fate of 
Lucifer or Satan.

victory to the multitudes in and out of 
the forces. Religion is decried. Organi- 
zations sponsored in the sweet name of 
charity, of compassion, have gone in for 
the things of the flesh and the devil. 
Our young men and women are being 
schooled in sins that will out-Corinthize 
Corinth. For every Eddie Rickenbacker 
episode, there are a hundred, perhaps a 
thousand, drunken, adulterous orgies. 
For every “there are no atheists in fox- 
holes,” there are floods of cursing, Sab- 
bath-desecrating, beast-evoking, sex-per- 
verting indescribables. 


We must have an unusual visitation of 
God’s grace. It will come when we make 
room for it, when we roll away the 
stones, when we clear the way for it. 
With all the burning, agony-laden faith 
of his soul, this poor preacher believes 
that this program of besieging our cities 
for Christ will go a long way in the right 
direction. What city will be first? What 
group of pastors, or laymen, will take up 
the gauntlet? If all the preachers in 
any city cannot or will not get together, 
let smaller groups organize for the at- 
tack. The only thing is to do it, and to 
do it now. The need is terrifically great. 
Let two or three cities start it, and it 
will sweep America. 

You hesitate. You say, “Just more 
mechanics.”

Think of the 
explicit directions of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in Matthew 10 and in the last 
verses of Luke. Think of the exactnesses 
of the great Moody and Billy Sunday 
campaigns, generaled and staged so per- 
fectly that not an incident was left un- 
noted or unconsidered. Surely power 
belongeth unto the Lord, but the chan- 
nels are of our making. Surely the Holy 
Spirit is omnipotent, but we must pro- 
vide the instruments.

December 12 
CHRIST’S NEW COMMANDMENT 


Mark 12:28-34; John 13:34, 35; 
15:10-14 
Golden Text: A new command- 
ment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another.— 
John 13:34. 


E “new commandment” of love 
which Christ gave was not new in 
the sense of then first being known, but 
new in its application (John 13:34). Only 
since Christ had come did men know how 
to love in truth. 

This commandment of love was also 
first in time, being given before the Ten 
Commandments (see Lev. 19:18). Then, 
too, it declared the fundamental of all 
spiritual life, the first thing man needed 
to know, that God is love. 

It also must take first place in man’s 
thinking, for even as the Decalogue (Ten 
Commandments) is the heart of all moral 
law, so love for God and our fellow man 
is that which makes the Decalogue effec- 
tive in our lives. Love and obedience go 
together (John 15:10). 

Our lesson teaches us four things— 


I. Love God (Mark 12:28-30). 

Because “God is love” (I John 4:8) 
He desires man’s perfect love toward Him. 
Because the essence of His being is love, 
He loves us, and enables us to love Him. 

There is more here than a command- 
ment or the performing of a duty. There 
is the recognition of a controlling prin- 
ciple of all life. In a day of multiplica- 
tion of powerful machines and organiza- 
tions, when man is “power conscious” 
in an unusual way, it is well to recall 
that the greatest power in all the world 
is the power of love. 

Then let us not forget that all true 
love should rest upon fellowship with 
God. It has no real foundation if it does 
not. 


II. Love Your Neighbor (Mark 12: 
31-34). 

Everything about our relationship to 
Christ and to God expresses itself in our 
living. No spiritual truth is simply to 
be admired, or kept on a shelf as a 
cherished possession. It is to be put to 
work in the affairs of life. 

Love for God means love for our neigh- 
bor. If we do not love our neighbor (and 
that means our fellow man—Luke 10:25- 
42) how then does the love of God abide 
in our hearts? 

It is worthy of note that the recogni- 
tion and appreciation of this truth on the

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part of the scribe brought him near to 
the kingdom of God, but not into it. He 
was “not far from,” but he was not in 
it. It is terrifying to think how close men 
may come to entering without doing so. 
Reader, have you entered into eternal 
life through Jesus Christ? 


III. Love Your Brethren (John 13: 
34, 35). 

Here we come within the circle of be- 
lievers and see that the distinctive thing 
about their fellowship should be love for 
one another.

The old commandment of love becomes 
a mew one because Christ shows that the 
measure of that love is to be His great 
love for us. How did Christ love us? With 
a perfect, unselfish and thoughtful devo- 
tion, which so deeply desired the very 
most and best for us that He was willing 
to lay down His holy life as our Saviour 
from sin. 

The thing which marked the early 
Church with glorious distinction was that 
in a world that hated, they loved one 
another, and in a world that killed and 
destroyed, they were even willing to die 
for their brethren. Tertullian of Carthage 
(Tunis) said, in the second century, that 
the enemies of Christianity said of the 
Christians, “See how they love one an- 
other.” 

One wonders whether the enemies of 
the Church would be moved to such com- 
ment today. Is it not one of the awful 
tragedies of the Christian Church that 
so often the brethren do not show the 
love of Christ toward their fellow be- 
lievers? Do you? 


IV. Love Is Obedient, Joyful and 
Sacrificial (John 15:10-14). 
Love is not an impulsive, erratic move- 
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ment of man’s nature which tries to 
make up for neglect and unkindness by 
occasional displays of generosity and 
thoughtfulness. No indeed. Love walks 
the straight and steady way of obedience 
to God’s commandments. 

Keeping God’s law is not accomplished 
by reading it, or talking about it, or even 
learning it by heart, but by definitely 
practicing its precepts. 

When we do that we put ourselves in 
the place where our loving relationship 
to God is perfect and unbroken. So we 
determine God’s favor in our Christian 
experience by our willingness to do His 
commandments. 

This brings joy into our lives—the real 
and perfect joy of Christ. How little we 
appreciate what this means. Our fellow- 
ship with the Lord calls for obedience 
and sacrifice, but that is not a burden- 
some, dull, distressing experience. It is a 
joyful one. Who counts it a trial to do 
that which pleases a loved one? Do we 
really love God? Then we will rejoice in 
our response to His will, yes, in any pos- 
sible act of devotion. 

Love draws no limiting line beyond 
which it will not go. Love says, “I count 
not my life dear, if in giving it I may 
bring deliverance to my friends.” 

Some folk talk piously of their love for 
God, but are not willing to go even across 
the street to speak to a soul about Him. 
If we love Him we would willingly go to 
the ends of the earth for Him, or con- 
tentedly serve Him in what seems to be 
a forgotten corner. 

We shall not question His guidance nor 
blush to own His name, even though the 
testimony may mean our death. This 
we shall do for Christ’s sake, and for the 
sake of a suffering humanity. 

“Ye are my friends, if ye do the things 
which I command you.” Friendship is 
conditioned on a mutual relationship of 
trust and devotion. So friendship with 
God—and with Christ—calls for doing 
what He commands. Failure to keep 
these commandments indicates that we 
do not wish to be His friends. Where do 
we stand in the light of such a test?

CHRIST THE FULFILLMENT OF 
THE LAW 


Hebrews 1:1-9; Romans 10:4-106 


Golden Text: God... . hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by 
his Scn.—Hebrews 1:1, 2. 


HE center of all Christian thinking 
_ is the fact that God has revealed 
Himself to man. This revelation is found 
in the Bible, for it is the Word of God. 
That is why the commandments which 
we have studied in recent weeks spcak to 
us with such authority. They are not the 
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expression of human opinion of how we 
should live. They are God’s command 
which we are to obey. 

The great and final revelation of God 
and His love was not the written Word— 
the Bible—but the Living Word—His Son. 
The coming of Christ is our lesson for 
next week, on Christmas Sunday. But 
this week we want to learn a little more 
of what His coming into the world meant. 
He was— 


I. God’s Last Word (Heb. 1:1-3). 

Through the ages God had been speak- 
ing through the prophets, constantly re- 
vealing Himself as a God of power, jus- 
tice, holiness, truth and mercy. 

In different ways and at various times 
(v. 1) He spoke through them, but al- 
ways there was a pointing forward to the 
One who should come. Abraham was 
called out to found the nation (Gen. 12), 
and Jacob the family or tribe (Gen. 49), 
in which He should come. He was to be 
a prophet like Moses (Deut. 18) and of 
the kingly house of David (II Sam. 7). 
All the offerings of Leviticus spoke of 
His priestly service. Isaiah saw Him as 
both the reigning and the suffering Mes- 
siah (Isa. 53). 

All this was incomplete until He came; 
and when He did, He revealed all the 
glory of God. He made the perfect and 
final sacrifice for sin, and sat down (His 
work was finished) at God’s right hand 
(the place of power). 

Let us be clear about this, in Christ 
God’s revelation is perfect and complete. 
We need look for nothing more. The 
claims of those who appear with a “new 
light” or some mysterious hidden power 
are so obviously untrue that we ought not 
be at all interested. 


But not only is Christ God’s final word, 
He is— 


II. God’s Best Word (Heb. 1:4-9). 

The prophets and their messages thrill 
our souls and move us to more earnest 
living. But the Christ is our very life as 
well as our Redeemer. 

The angels are God’s messengers— 
mighty and magnificent beings, superior 
in their way to man (Ps. 8:5). The early 
Church made too much of angels (as do 
some groups today), but Protestantism 
of our day has made too little of them. 
They are great and powerful beings who 
minister on our behalf and who are hon- 
ored in the loyal service they do for God. 


But when they stand beside the Son of 
God, it becomes evident that He holds a 
place of incomparable glory and majesty. 
He is the highest revelation of God, the 
best Word that God could have spoken 
to needy and sinful humanity. 


We de well to think of who Christ is 
and what He has done. Just in this pas- 
sage from Hebrews we find that He is the 
express image of all of God’s glory; He is 
the upholder of all creation; He has the 
place of honor and power at God’s right 
hand; He is the only begotten of the Fa- 
ther; His throne has been established 
forever, and so on. 

How well nigh unbelievable that this 
glorious One is also our Saviour. This is 
stated in verse 3, but is developed in our 
next point. Christ is— 
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‘Men, Church Leaders, Friends ‘and Family. Send today for a

If sinful man were only permitted to 
look on His glory it would be a great 
privilege, but it would not help him in his 
desire for holiness and eternal joy. There 
was a “great gulf fixed” between sinful 
man and a holy God until the Son of 
glory became the God-man, when the 
eternal Word became “flesh and dwelt 
among us” (Luke 2:14). 

Christ as our Saviour is the “end of the 
law” to the believer (v. 4), not in the 
sense that He terminates the law by set- 
ting it aside, but by completing or fulfill- 
ing all of its requirements. 

Just so the Christian is set free from 
the law, not in order that he may disobey 
it, but that he may keep it in the power 
and grace which Christ gives him. The 
Ten Commandments are the law of life 
for the Christian because he loves the 
Lord Jesus Christ and wants to obey Him. 
We do the things which the Decalogue 
requires, not to be saved thereby, but be- 
cause we thereby honor the name of our 
Saviour. 

We who believe are 1iot trying to keep 
the law for our redemption. We know 
it cannot be done, and what is better, we 
know the One, Jesus Christ, who has ful- 
filled the law for us. 

The unbeliever, struggling under the 
burden of sin, says, “How can I come to 
know Him?” and we find the answer in 
verses 8-10. It is “by faith.” 

Believe in Him as the risen Lord, and 
make confession of that faith. That be- 
lief in Christ which is real (and not 
merely professed) will prompt the testi- 
mony of the lips and of the life. Where- 
of the heart is full thereof speaketh the 
mouth. 

This then we see as the conclusion to 
our study of the commandments, that 
they, in all their high standards and 
helpful admonitions, find their fulfill- 
ment in the person of Christ in whom 
there is salvation for everyone who be- 
lieves. 

The gospel is not just good advice, or 
ethical instruction, nor admonition to 
righteousness. It is the good news that 
Jesus saves. Is He your Saviour? If not, 
go back and reread Romans 10:9, 10 and 
believe right now.

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whosoever believeth on him should not 
perish, but have eternal life” (John 3:16). 

The question then comes to us again 
this Christmas, What is my attitude to- 
ward Jesus Christ? Have I received by 
faith the salvation which God has pro- 
vided for me in Him? Let us answer in 
all honesty—and_ in the sight of God. 

The story of the coming of the Wise 
Men to seek the One who had been “born 
King of the Jews” reveals several atti- 
tudes toward Christ which find their 
counterpart in our day. 


I. Expectancy (vv. 1, 2). 

These men of another race were fa- 
miliar with the Jewish Scriptures and 
knew that the Messiah was to come. 
Many others, including the religious lead- 
ers of the Jews, had the same informa- 
tion. But these men of the East differed 
in that they looked for His coming with 
keen desire and expectancy. 

God delights in such an attitude of 
faith that waits with assurance. So He 
gave to these men a special sign—the 
star—to lead them to the Lord. 

One wonders if we have not become so 
familiar with the story of Christmas that 
we, like the Jews, have a dead knowledge 
without expectant faith. We need to 
awaken and look to God for new grace 
and strength for these days. 


II. Fear (vv. 3, 7, 8, 12). 

Herod was a capable, ruthless, ungodly 
ruler who feared only that someone would 
take his power from him. He was so 
determined that this should not happen, 
that he killed many members of his own 
family for whom he otherwise had ap- 
parent affection. 

When he heard that Jesus, who was 
the real King of the Jews, had been born, 
he feared, and laid crafty plans to de- 
stroy Him. God saw to it that his purpose 
was not carried out. 

There are those of our time who fear 
the coming of Jesus, because they will 
not have Him to rule over their lives. 
They love their selfish ways, and their 
sinful pleasures; and when they face the 
question of what they will do with Jesus 
(and face it they must/), they have only 
fear and hatred in their hearts. 

Those who fight against the Christ 
wage a losing battle, and one which ends 
in eternal darkness. Let them learn of 
Herod and turn now to a belief in Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord. 


III. Indifference (vv. 4-6). 

When the Wise Men came to Jerusalem 
to inquire where the Christ was to be 
born, they received an immediate an- 
swer—in Bethlehem. That was clearly 
foretold in Micah 5:2. The priests and 
scribes knew all about it, but their knowl- 
edge did not move them to action. They 
told the Magi where to go, but they did 
not go themselves. 

How sad it is to see the indifference of 
our day to the claims of Christ. There are 
many who think that simply because 
they do not hate the church, or the 
Bible, or do not fight against it, they are 
guiltless. How wrong they are will appear 
to them if they will read Matthew 11:23, 
24 and recall that the sin of Capernaum 
was only indifference. 
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“Thank God! I've Found Him Now!” 


FTER a meeting at Chanute Field, 

we dealt with one young soldier for 
a full hour. He seemed deeply bur- 
dened. Finally on his knees he con- 
fessed his sin, taking Christ as his 
personal Saviour. Then with shining 
face he related the following story: 
It seems he had travelled with a wild 
crowd of eight young men. Each had his 
own pistol. They indulged in all kinds 
of crime, including highway robbery, 
and this man kept the pistols for the 
gang. Returning home intoxicated one 
night, he had an argument with his 
father. In a fit of temper, he was about 
to blow his own Agi: out. But his 


father’s fist to his jaw sent him sprawl- 
ing and the pistol flying. 


Recovering from the blow and his own 
drunken stupor, he decided he must cut 
loose from his wild associates; so 
finally joined the army. During all the 
months since, he had been searching in 
vain for semeone who could give him a 
new start in life. Then, with tears he 
exclaimed earnestly: “Thank God! I’ve 
found Him now!”

JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY 
Mark 1:9-22 


Golden Text: Repent ye, and be- 
lieve the gospel.—Mark 1:15.° 


NEW YEAR of opportunity is before 
us. What will it hold for us and 
for the world? We do not know, but God 
does, and trusting Him we move forward. 
One thing we must have this next year is 
more Bible study. We need to know what 
God’s Word has to say to us day by day. 
In our Sunday schools we begin today a 
three month series on the Gospel of 
Mark, which presents Christ as the Serv- 
ant of God. It is the Gospel of mighty 
acts. It is characterized by energy and 
rapid movement. The words often re- 
peated are “straightway,” “immediate- 
ly,” and “forthwith.” 
In our lesson we see Jesus— 


I. Entering Upon His Ministry 


(vv. 9-13). 


The baptism and temptation of Jesus 
were not just a preparation for His work, 
but were rather His actual entry upon His 
mission. 

The baptism of Jesus was not because 
of any sin in Him, for He was sinless. It 
was of real significance as His entry upon 
the work for which He had come into the 
world—that of redemption. He who knew 
no sin became sin for us. He here par- 
took of the sinner’s baptism, not because 
He had sinned but because He came to be 
the sinner’s substitute (see Heb. 2:17). 

What infinite love and condescension! 
To it God the Father gave His approval 
(v. 11), and the Holy Spirit gave heavenly 
witness by descending upon Him. 

The one who was to be the constant 
opponent of Christ and His followers was 
reckoned with at the very beginning of 


Spirit into the wilderness to be tempted 
of Satan. Around Him were the wild 
beasts, before Him was Satan, and in it 
all “the angels ministered unto him.” 

We recall as we consider the tempta- 
tion of Jesus, that He was without sin, 
that there was no fallen nature in Him 
to which Satan could appeal. The temp- 
tation or testing of Jesus was therefore 
along Messianic lines; but the principles 
both of temptation and victory are simi- 
lar to those of our own experience. Con- 
sider the parallel passages in Matthew 4 
and Luke 4. 

The devil has only three real tempta- 
tions to present, “the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life” (I 
John 2:16). He uses the same three types 
of temptation with us, varying the “dress” 
in which he presents them. Let us be on 
guard. 

Victory came through the use of God’s 
Word. We need to learn that lesson and 
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not attempt to defeat Satan with any 
man-made weapons of will power, logic, 
or culture. 


II. Working As Preacher and 
Teacher (vv. 14, 15, 21, 22). 

The Gospel of Mark is the book of 
Christ’s miraculous works. It is therefore 
significant that His first recorded work 
was that of preaching, His second that of 
calling and preparing fellow workers, and 
last of all the miraculous healing of the 
demoniac (vv. 23-28). 

From a human viewpoint one would 
think that the opposite order would pre- 
vail. First let the Master do some mighty 
miracle to catch the attention of the peo- 
ple, then organize a great “party,” and 
then preach. Much effort in our day fol- 
lows that human formula and fails of 
lasting results. The man who magnifies 
preaching and gives the Word of God 
pre-eminence will see real spiritual ac- 
complishments. 

Notice also that when Jesus began His 
ministry in Capernaum (v. 21), it was by 
teaching, essentially the same as preach- 
ing. There is no substitute for the per- 
sonal presentation of the gospel. 

Jesus preached faith and repentance, 
or perhaps one should say repentance and 
faith (v. 15). They went together in our 
Lord’s preaching. Let us follow His ex- 
ample. 

We read in verse 22 that the hearers 
were astonished because He spoke with 
authority. They had been accustomed to 
hearing the lawyers dispute on the basis 
of the authority of the law, now the law- 
giver Himself stood in their midst. He 
did not set aside the law, but He gave it 
an interpretation and direction which 
surprised them. 

The preacher of our day, truly called of 
the Lord and faithfully proclaiming the 
full counsel of God, may well be encour- 
aged by the importance our Lord gave to 
that ministry. He too may speak with 
authority because He speaks for Christ. 


III. Calling His Helpers (vv. 16-20). 

The orderly development of any work 
calls for the choozing and training of as- 
sociates. Moody is said to have observed 
that “it is a greater thing to put ten men 
to work than it is to do ten men’s work.” 

Our Lord was no mere human leader, 
but He desired and used fellow workers 
and He committed to them the carrying 
on of His work after He departed. 

God still calls men into His service. 
Would that grace might be given to each 
one to whom such a call may come to re- 
spond “straightway,” as did the disciples. 

The nature of our Lord’s call to these 
men is worthy of our attention. He want- 
ed them not as executives, or leaders of 
an organization, or as His personal at- 
tendants. They probably served in all 
these capacities and others. But their 
main business was to be personal soul- 
winning. 

Let us not forget that such is God’s 
calling to each of us who are Christians. 
We may have other duties to perform, 
other work to do, but this thing we must 
do—we must be “fishers of men.” 

Many preachers and Christian workers 
fail at this point. As they grow older and 
become established as pastors, teachers, 
superintendents of missions, board secre- 
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taries, etc., they lose their zeal for and 
their interest in personal work. Thus they 
sometimes become that dreadfully dry 
and dead thing—a professional Christian 
worker. 

God revive in us our love for souls and 
a willingness to seek them any time and 
anywhere!

Why I Becamea 
Premillennialist 
(Continued from page 198) 


they so seldom hear these great truths 
proclaimed by their own pastors. 

These doctrines encourage a healthy 
evangelism. As everyone knows, our 
world is growing increasingly pagan. The 
“kingdom of God” movements have made 
little progress. Sin is rampant. Human 
nature is as much an enigma as ever. 
Postmillennialists are in a state of 
despair. I heard one pray recently, “God, 
give us faith to believe that the world is 
getting better.” Does not that seem to be 
calling on God to assist our credulity? 
The premillennialists believe that it is our 
duty to preach the gospel to every 
creature, saving some, never despairing, 
for soon our Lord will return to cast 
out those who will not have the Son to 
rule over them, and to set up His king- 
dom. So we witness to the lost and pray, 
“Thy kingdom come.” 

Last of all, I became a premillennialist 
because I discovered that the alternatives 
to this view are postmillennialism, which 
destroys the obvious meaning of the 
Scriptures by giving figurative inter- 
pretations to simple prophecies; or pro- 
millennialism, which gives up in despair, 
concluding that the “varying conceptions 
cannot be harmonized,” and that the 
Bible writers contradict one another. 
Between these three views, I choose the 
premillennial as most conducive to 
spiritual health, true to the Scriptures, 
reasonable in its approach to a sin-cursed 
world, and faithful to the spirit and let- 
ter of our Lord, who is yet “despised and 
rejected” but will some day be crowned. 

This view has been characterized as 
“pessimistic optimism.” We are pessi- 
mistic with regard to any “kingdom 
building” that man can do, but optimistic 
in the belief that He will come with “all 
the holy angels with him” to sit upon. 
His throne. We are pessimistic regarding 
what man will do, but optimistic con- 
cerning Him who said, “I have spoken 
it, I will also bring it to pass; I have 
purposed it, I will do it” (Isa. 46:11).

HAT ABOUT LITTLE HELEN

PriscILLaA who was left behind as the 
brave parents were led up to Eagle Hill? 

At the beginning of December, John 
Stam had asked his Chinese evangelist 
and colporteur, Pastor Lo, to meet him in 
Miaosheo to hold meetings there. Mr. 
Lo arrived the night before the appointed 
time. As the Reds approached the city, 
Mr. Lo, with a company of about fifteen 
refugees, fled to a nearby mountain and 
spent two days on the mountain top, 
practically without food or covering. 
About two hours after the execution of 
the Stams, the government troops opened 
fire on the communists. That night the 
Reds left Miaosheo, setting fire to many 
of the homes along the way. That same 
night additional refugees came and told 
Pastor Lo of the martyrdom. 

Early the next day, Sunday, Pastor Lo 
left his hiding place to go to Miavosheo. 
Here he learned of the miraculous escape 
of baby Helen. It took him some time 
to locate the child, but finally a Chinese 
woman showed him a deserted rich man’s 
home, where baby Helen was found 
tossing in her sleeping bag. Evidently 
the parents had prayerfully hidden the 
child in an attempt to save her after the 
unknown prisoner had substituted his 
life for hers. 

After making temporary arrangements 
for the baby, Mr. Lo went to see the un- 
buried bodies, and with Mrs. Wang, the 
first Christian of Miaosheo, made ar- 
rangements for the burial. A short serv- 
ice was held by Mr. Lo on the now 
famous Eagle Hill outside Miaosheo, in 
which he emphasized that the Stams had 
not come to China for themselves, but 
to tell the Chinese people about the 
grace of God, that they might believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and be eternally 
saved. Many of the Chinese wept bitterly, 
a very uncommon thing in China. 

Following the funeral, Pastor Lo took 
Helen Priscilla through Suancheng to 
Wuhu to an anxious foreign missionary 
group. Thus, because of the heavenly 
Father’s care, the loving mother’s in- 
stinct as she saw the time of her martyr- 
dom approach, with the heroic courage of 
the Chinese Evangelist Lo, and the 
friendly help of the women of Miaosheo, 
little Helen Priscilla Stam, only three 
months old, survived her forced fast of 
twenty-four hours, and was led in safety 
to her mother’s parents, with whom she 
has since made her home. It is our prayer 
that in Helen Priscilla Stam, as in her 
mother and father, “Christ shall be 
magnified in [her] body, whether it be 
by life, or by death” (Phil. 1:20).

The Case for Christianity, by C. S. 
Lewis. 


The author of The Screwtape Letters has 
given us another stimulating and thought- 
provoking book. Mr. Lewis is a master of 
analogy. art one, Wipe and Wrong 
as a Clue to the Meaning of the Universe, 
the author by the use of trenchant argu- 
ment drives to his conclusion. To our mind 
he employs inexorable logic that is most 
convincing. However, it is well to keep in 
mind that the argument for God’s existence 
is one which will confirm the believer’s 
faith; it is to be questioned as to how much 
it will do in convincing the unbeliever 
(viz., I Cor. 2:14). Nevertheless, trenchant 
blows are delivered against materialism 
and pantheism. 

In the second part of the treatise, the 
author discusses “What Christians Believe.” 
Mr. Lewis is crystal clear in affirming his 
belief in the deity of Christ (e.g., pp. 44, 
45). There are other declarations, how- 
ever, that are open to question. Some 
Protestants would brand as sacramentalism 
the assertion that “baptism, belief, and... 
holy communion” are “conductors of the 
new kind of life” (p. 52). He speaks of 
losing the Christ-life (which he defines 
elsewhere as “Christ . . . actually operat- 
ing through them,” p. 53). He seems to say 
that atonement consists of Christ’s making 
our repentance possible (p. 50). Some 
elucidation of the following sentence is 
desirable: “We do know that no man can 
be saved except through Christ; we don’t 
know that only those who know Him can 
be saved through Him” (p. 55).

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The Life of the Mind, by Emile 
Cailliet. 

Here is a book the contents of which 
will surprise one. Most of our outstanding 
professors today are either without definite 
religious convictions or are anti-religious 
and skeptical. Dr. Cailliet is the professor 
of Romance Languages and Literature at 
the University of Pennsylvania, teaching 
there from 1927 to 1931, and again since 
1941, and is the author of important works 
on — and literary symbolism. The 
fact that his tendency is toward symbolism 
and mysticism accounts for some of his 
brief chapters being intangible, presenting 
profound truths not in logical form but 
as it were with a breath of spirit upon 
them; chapters that communicate something 
more than mere fragments of information. 

The aim of the whole book is to reaffirm 
the necessity for faith in God through 
Jesus Christ and to encourage students 
to break away from the crass materialism 
and skepticism of our day. Being an edu- 
cator himself and having spent most of 
his mature life in our great universities, 
both in France and in this country, it is 
interesting to read this high tribute he 
pays to the origin of our culture. “Harvard 
was founded in 1636 to save the churches 
from an illiterate ministry. William and 
Mary was founded in 1693 for the same 
purpose. Yale, in 1701, declared that its 
aim was to prepare young men for ‘public 
employment both in Church and civil 
State.’ Speaking at the bicentennial cele- 
bration of the University of Pennsylvania, 
President Roosevelt reminded his audience 
of a similar purpose. Columbia was 
established in 1753 with the chief objective 
‘to teach and to engage children to know 
God in Jesus Christ.’ Dartmouth was to 
impart Christian knowledge to ‘savages.’ 
Of the first 119 colleges founded east of 
the Mississippi River, 104 were Christian 
and all of them were primarily for Chris- 
tian purposes.” 

Continuing to emphasize the value of the 
Word of God, and the absolute necessity 
for studying and believing the Word of 
God, in the midst of his chapter on “Free- 
dom under Christ” he has some stron 
words that should be known and pondere' 
by every university and college student 
in our land. “It may be that our day needs 
another Chateaubriand to remind us of 
the great fact that our western civilization 
is essentially Christian by birth and by 
right. To the English, for example, the 
Bible was the charter of liberty. In the 
early colonial days in this country, the 
New England Primer, drawn for the most 
part from the Bible, was the first initia- 
tion to the truth that makes men free. 
Everywhere in the world today, the com- 
ing of the Bible in a new translation brings 
an end to the illiteracy of the people. In 
areas where the Scriptures are traditionally 
banned, on the other hand, masses are 
left in ignorance and superstition, and the 
percentage of illiteracy is appalling; no 
great movement in education develops. 
What the Bible does for popular education 
it does also for higher learning. In vain 
a so-called New Humanism means to re- 
nounce this heritage, if not to curse it.”

Twentieth Century Philosophy, 
Living Schools of Thought, edited by 
Dagobert D. Runes. 

This is quite a remarkable volume, and 
if it were more reasonably priced we would 
recommend that all ministers put it on 
their shelves simply because it is a unique 
survey of contemporary thought in Europe 
and America. Some of the authors are 
very well known; as for example, the late 
Dr. Alfred N. Whitehead, who writes a 
chapter on “The Philosophy of Life,” and 
Professor Douglas C. MacIntosh, of Yale 
University, who writes a chapter on 
“Theology and Metaphysics.” Others will 
not be recognized by most of our readers 
unless they are specialists in gg sng f 
philosophy; as for instance, Dr. Victor 
Lenzen, author of the chapter “Philosophy 
of Science,” and Dr. Herbert Feigl who 
writes a chapter of more than thirty pages 
on “Logical Empiricism.” 

One chapter, on “Philosophies of Science,” 
with a huge bibliography will introduce 
most of our readers to a field that will be 
entirely new. All of the chapters have 
bibliographies, some of less than a page, 
and some two or three pages, and Dr. 
Feigl’s article has a bibliography appendage 
of seven pages of titles, very complete. 

Personally, we feel that when Professor 
MacIntosh, of Yale, gets through his thirty 
pages of theology and metaphysics, he 
has really said nothing that a_ believing 
Christian will profit from today, and as 
far as the reviewer is concerned, there 
is nothing new here, stimulating or 
strengthening, just a vast sea of words, 
and the reviewer is not afraid of philosophy 
if it is good philosophy. Over the whole 
book seems to rest the shadows of unbelief, 
paganism, and materialism, with one ex- 
ception, the article by the famous Catholic 
philosopher, Jacques Maritan, on “The 
Humanism of St. Thomas Aquinas.” His 
concluding io or h is the most Christian 
statement in al e book and his pages 
really the only Christian ones we can find. 

The volume would have been made much 
more helpful if it had an index. The paper 
is of the most ordinary kind, the binding is 
of a cheap grade, the printing is common. 
Altogether, the price for this volume seems 
outrageous. The conterits are important 
simply because they express the mature 
convictions of some of our most outstanding 
philosophers today.

The work is writ- 
ten by an evangelical. 

There are a number of minor points upon 
which some readers will undoubtedly dif- 
fer with Mr. Haines: the eaning of the 
word “justify” (pp. 48, 68); that Mark 
wrote his Gospel at the dictation of Peter 
(p. 77); that sheol is in the heart of the 
earth (p. 121) 

There are two matters in which some 
readers will believe there are more serious 
issues involved. First, commenting upon 
II Corinthians 5:21 (p. 69), the author says: 

“The above scripture does not mean that 
Jesus actually became sin, but that God 
looked ne Jesus as though He were the 
sum total of all sin and then, there on the 
cross, settled the score which He had 
against sin in the person of Jesus; and so 
thoroughly were the issues brought in by 
sin settled, that He (God) could and does 
consider believers just as righteous as He 
considered Jesus, hanging on the cross, to 
be sin. Jesus in God’s sight became our 
sin and was punished for us, and the result 
is that we are considered and reckoned 
now by God as righteous as Christ was as 
He walked this earth.” 

Certainly some will observe, if Jesus was 
regarded by the Father only as though He 
became sin, how can we be sure of this 
righteousness which we are said to have? 
Is it real or imaginary? Second: 

“We are convinced, from the light of 
God’s Word, that Jesus at death forever 


left His old life behind, and from the res- 
urrection morning up to the present time 
has had a new and different life. This new 
life is imparted by the Holy Spirit” (p. 65). 

The matter, so bluntly stated, raises some 
problem concerning the person and natures 
of our Lord. 

The author refers frequently to the 
Greek; oftentimes he gives the phonetic 
equivalent rather than the exact translit- 
eration. 

The book is the result of many years of 
study on this theme. The author manifests 
a real love for and a deep reverence of the 
person of our Lord. Readers will find much 
to inspire and to arouse interest for fur- 
ther study. It is heartening to have so 
evangelical a treatise in these days when 
many are preaching another Jesus than 
He who is revealed in the sacred Scrip- 
tures.

through suffering” (Heb. 2:10). And yet 
we insist He was sinless. 

It is an unspeakable comfort to have 
such a message for many who, though 
they are true followers of Christ, are 
subject to weakness, distress, and suffer- 
ing. Standing as they are, confronted 
with the perplexing problem of their own 
experience, an: experience that seems 
strangely out of harmony with what 
they had anticipated the Christian life 
to be, what a blessing to be able to point 
out to such, that Christ forever abolished 
the terrible notion of the necessary con- 
nection of all suffering with specific or 
hereditary sin. The blind man of the 
story must have felt that even the long, 
long night through which he had passed, 
the utter loneliness, poverty, and pri- 
vation, were fully recompensed now that 
he was permitted to be the instrument for 
“showing forth the glory of God.” 

Let us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter. Viewed from the lowlands of 
our earthly pilgrimage, we are ‘tempted 
to feel, when distressing providences 
befall us, as did the patriarch of old and 
to say, “All these things are against me.” 
But when by faith we can see the whole 
matter from the uplands of the divine 
purposes, we are constrained to cry out 
with Paul, “Nay, in all these things we 
are more than conquerers through him 
that loved us ... All things work to- 





gether for good to them that lIove 
God.” (Rom. 8:37, 28).

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RADIO AT WORK 

AY by day we hear radio at work, 
D but seldom do we stop to realize the 
potential power of the spoken word. The 
ear picks up the sound, but the meaning 
probes deep into the hearts of listeners 
from far and near. Consequences result 
which seem more like fiction than fact. 

Gripping, thrilling, and yet true stories 
of the remarkable power of the gospel, 
where the radio has been used as a 
medium, are lodged deep in the hearts of 
many radio workers. Beverly Shea has 
an unusual repertoire, part of which has 
come from his experiences in the East 
last summer. For three months he worked 
with a radio group and helped. conduct 
the Word of Life hour, the regular Satur- 
day night. young people’s broadcast from 
Times Square. Out of the experiences 
encountered there, Mr. Shea relates the 
following story: 

“One night after the broadcast, a 
young sailor came forward and said that 
he was walking down Market Street in 
Philadelphia one day, attired in his white 
dress suit, with a conspicuous big black 
Bible under his arm. He met another 
sailor lad, who stopped him and smilingly 
said, as he pointed to the Book, ‘You’ve 
nothing on me, friend. I carry one too, 
only mine’s smaller.’ Reaching into his 
upper pocket, the second sailor pulled 
out a New Testament, and added this 
word of testimony to his new-found 
friend: ‘I haven’t had my copy very 
long. You see, one Saturday night not 
long ago I was in a place where I 
shouldn’t have been, when suddenly I 
was startled by the words cf a song on 


signed off, and this one had begun. I 
heard the soloist singing: 


“I’d rather have Jesus than silver or gold, 
I’d rather be His than have riches untold; 
I’d rather have Jesus than houses or 
lands, 
I’d rather be led by His nail-pierced hand 
Than to be the king of a vast domain 
And be held in sin’s dread sway . 


That song hit me, and hit me hard. 
Then the preacher came on, and he 
stabbed me again as he said, “Those of 
you deep in sin can have deliverance... 
Let Jesus come into your heart.” I left 
that place and went around the corner 
to the Victory Center and asked for this 
New Testament. But more than the little 
Book itself, I also found Christ that 
night.’ ” 

In telling the episode, Mr. Shea paused, 
and then, in his earnest manner, went 
on: “We praise the Lord for this man’s 
salvation, and also for the Lord’s out- 
working in another instance. One of the 
radio workers was so impressed with the 
story that he repeated i* on a subsequent 
broadcast and had ms sing the song 
once again. A few days later we received 
a letter, postmarked Long Island. It was 
from a rejoicing Christian mother who 
shared with us the news that her daugh- 
ter had broken down and confessed 
Christ as her Saviour as the message of 
this same song gripped her heart . 
God had used my song to win two pre- 
cious souls,” and Beverly Shea’s conclud- 
ing words echoed the joy in his heart, 
“T was so thrilled I could hardly sleep

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On December 10, 1933, this first group of ten con- 
verts in the Walamo tribe of Ethiopia was baptized 


at our pioneer mission station at Soddu, 
south of Addis Ababa. Three years later 
the missionaries were compelled to leave, 
the station having been expropriated by 
the Italians. The “little flock” of Chris- 
tians was commended to God and the 
word of His grace. Tremendous perse- 
cution broke over their heads, persecu- 
tion from their own people and from the 
foreign invaders. But they courageously 
and zealously gave forth their witness 
for the Lord Jesus Christ. They held 
their services at night and baptized at 
night. Fifty of their leaders were put 
into prison, each of them receiving 100 
lashes of the whip and one of them 400 
lashes. Three died in prison and the 
others were only liberated by the coming 
of the British Army.
